MAJOR  NEW  FULL-HOUR  SERIES  ON  NBC -TV  IN  1963-64  SEASON  WILL  HAVE 
RICHARD  BOONE  AS  HOST-STAR  AND  CLIFFORD  ODETS  AS  AUTHOR-EDITOR 

A  major  new  hour-long  series  of  original  dramas  will  be 
presented  by  the  NBC  Television  Network  during  the  1963-64  season  with 
Richard  Boone  as  host  and  star  performer,  Clifford  Odets  as  author  and 
editor  of  scripts,  and  its  own  repertory  company  of  actors. 

The  announcement  was  made  today  by  Mort  Werner,  Vice 
President,  Programs,  NBC  Television  Network.  The  series,  as  yet 
untitled,  will  be  a  Mark  Goodson-Bill  Todman  production  in  association 
with  NBC,  Mr.  Werner  said,  and  will  be  filmed  in  Hollywood. 

Mr.  Boone  will  be  host  on  each  of  the  programs  and  will 
appear  in  all  as  an  actor,  starring  in  at  least  half  of  them,  with  the 
repertory  company  supporting  him  in  different  roles  every  week. 

Mr.  Odets,  one  of  America’s  leading  dramatists,  will  be 
doing  his  first  work  for  television  in  this  series,  devoting  full  time 
to  the  project.  In  addition  to  being  in  charge  of  scripts  and 
contributing  some  of  them,  he  will  write  the  highly  stylized  opening 
which  will  be  a  staple  program  identification.

I  always  take  a  special  pleasure  in  meetings  of  the  NBC  Radio 
affiliates.  Apart  from  the  chance  to  see  old  friends  and  discuss  common 
interests,  every  one  of  these  meetings  serves  as  a  living  rebuke  to  the 
predictions  once  so  freely  made  that  radio  networking  was  about  to  dis¬ 
appear  in  a  sea  of  red  ink.  Each  of  us  on  these  occasions  should  be 
able  to  experience  how  Mark  Twain  felt  on  the  birthdays  he  celebrated 
after  the  reports  of  his  death  had  been  greatly  exaggerated. 

We  have  come  a  long  way  from  those  lean  years  --  the  seven 
lean  years,  in  fact  --  when  the  NBC  Radio  Network  operated  at  a  heavy 
loss  while  groping  its  way  toward  solvency.  Not  only  have  we  found  -- 
and  shown  the  rest  of  the  industry  --  a  way  for  a  radio  network  to 
survive,  but  I  believe  we  are  well  started  on  a  new  era  of  expanding 
opportunities  for  service  to  our  affiliated  stations,  our  advertising 
customers  and  the  ever-growing  listening  audience. 

For  me,  the  state  of  network  radio  was  vividly  symbolized 
just  about  six  weeks  ago  by  a  sight  few  could  have  imagined  in  the 
years  when  radio  networking  was  all  but  given  up  for  dead.  The  time  was 
the  tense  days  following  President  Kennedy's  disclosure  of  Soviet 
missile  bases  in  Cuba,  when  Americans  wondered  from  one  hour  to  the 
next  what  would  happen  when  Russian  ships  crossed  the  line  drawn  by 
the  United  States  Navy.  The  sight  was  that  of  people  going  about  their 
business,  in  the  street,  on  public  transport,  in  their  shops  and  offices, 
with  transistor  radios  close  to  the  ear,  poised  to  catch  the  latest 


bulletin.

It  was  a  sight  that  spelled  several  things.

It  takes  nothing 
away  from  the  genuine  service  that  newspapers  continue  to  perform  in 
so  many  ways  to  recognize  how  rare  it  is  today  to  see  a  headline  of 
any  importance  that  we  have  not  already  heard  on  the  air. 

We  have  been  told  at  today's  meeting  that  as  radio  broad¬ 
casters  we  must  develop  research  to  establish  we  are  not  merely  a 
medium  of  background  music.  Certainly  the  news  and  information  that 
now  loom  so  large  in  radio  programming  command  a  degree  of  alertness 
and  attention  that  any  medium  should  envy. 

For  radio  stations  affiliated  with  NBC,  today's  growing 
importance  of  radio  news  holds  a  special  advantage.  The  proven 
superiority  of  NBC  News  in  its  field  is  one  of  broadcasting's  facts 
of  life.  Not  only  do  all  of  us  share  the  benefits  of  its  performance 
on  the  radio  network,  but  every  fresh  triumph  of  NBC  News  among  tele¬ 
vision  audiences  and  critics  serves  to  reflect  credit  upon  NBC  Radio 
news  and  to  attract  listeners  to  your  stations.

"It  will  run  the  gamut  from 
the  Secret  Service  to  the  Bureau  of  Narcotics. . .there  will  be  features 
on  spies  and  counterspies  from  material  provided  by  the  Department  of 
Defense. . .and  we  will  learn  about  smuggling  from  the  Bureau  of  Customs, 
Mr.  McDaniel  pointed  out.  He  said  the  initial  show  (date  to  be 
announced)  will  feature  United  States  Supreme  Court  Justice  Tom  C. 
Clark. 

The  world-renowned  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  will  be  heard  in 
a  series  titled  "The  Heart  of  the  Symphony,"  with  the  orchestra's 
conductor  Erich  Leinsdorf  acting  as  host  of  the  programs.  January  is 
the  target  date  for  start  of  this  taped  series.

Further  augmenting  its  fine  music  lineup,  NBC  Radio  will 
broadcast  concerts  by  the  Transylvania  Symphony  Orchestra  --  programs  to 
be  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  noted  Brevard  Music  Center  of 
Brevard,  N.C.,  Mr.  McDaniel  said.  He  stated  the  taped  series  would 
begin  in  January. 

In  his  address  to  the  NBC  Radio  affiliates,  Mr.  McDaniel 
reported  that  the  network  was  winding  up  its  third  consecutive  year 
in  the  black.  He  pointed  out  that  NBC  Radio  in  1962  "averaged  well  over 
40  per  cent  of  all  sponsored  hours  measured  on  the  three  leading 
networks. " 

Mr.  McDaniel  expressed  NBC  Radio's  gratification  that  two  of 
its  competitors  recently  had  made  moves  emulating  NBC  Radio  --  namely 
that  one  had  raised  rates  in  the  direction  of  NBC's  price  level  which 
NBC  believes  to  be  the  highest  in  networ  k  radio,  and  that  another  will 
be  resuming  financial  compensation  for  its  affiliates,  which  NBC  Radio 
has  carried  forth  consistently,  "through  bad  times,  as  well  as  good." 

Mr.  McDaniel  emphasized  the  paramount  importance  of  developing 
a  ratings  system  that  adequately  will  measure  the  non-plug-in  radio 
audience  which  comprises  "the  great  bulk  of  today’s  listening  --  and 
the  growing  part."  Every  hour  some  2,700  new  radios  are  purchased, 
about  25,000,000  in  the  course  of  a  year,  three-quarters  of  them  self- 
powered,  so  they  cannot  be  measured  by  the  stationary  mechanical 
devices  which  served  in  the  past,  Mr.  McDaniel  said. 

He  reported  that  NBC  Radio  was  following  up  its  pioneering 
C.  E.  Hooper  study  of  the  non-plug-in  radio  audience  last  Fall  with  a 
series  of  meetings  with  A.  C.  Nielsen  Company  in  an  effort  to  develop 
an  answer.  He  said  that  Nielsen  already  had  come  up  with  preliminary

estimates  of  the  audience  to  car  and  non-plug-in  portable  radios  and 
that  work  to  improve  on  these  rough  early  estimates  is  continuing. 

"The  audience  to  car  and  portable  radios  is  huge,"  he  said. 
"For  example,  we  have  indications  that,  on  a  Sunday  afternoon,  it  is 
nearly  double  the  audience  listening  to  plug-in  sets. " 

"...Radio  manufacturers  have  been  most  ingenious  in  pro¬ 
ducing  multi -millions of  auto  and  miniature  radios.  We  must  apply  a 
similar  ingenuity  in  finding  methods  to  measure  the  circulation  they 
represent . "

NBC  TO  TELECAST  50 -GAME  ’MAJOR  LEAGUE  BASEBALL’  SCHEDULE  IN  I963 
Joe  Garagiola  Signs  Long-Term  Contract  as  NBC  Sportscaster 

A  50-game  schedule  of  "Major  League  Baseball"  will  be  televised 
by  the  NBC -TV  Network  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  during  the  1963  season, 

NBC  Director  of  Sports  Tom  S.  Gallery  announced  today. 

Mr.  Gallery  also  reported  that  Joe  Garagiola  has  been  signed 
to  a  long-term  contract  as  an  NBC  sports  commentator.  Mr.  Garagiola,  a 
former  National  League  catcher  for  nine  seasons,  has  been  one  of  the 
commentators  for  the  NBC-TV  baseball  telecasts  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  "Major  League  Baseball"  schedule  will  include  25  weekends 
starting  Saturday  and  Sunday,  April  13  and  14,  and  continuing  through 
Saturday  and  Sunday,  Sept.  28  and  29.  "Major  League  Baseball"  will  be 
televised  coast-to-coast ,  but  will  not  be  carried  by  stations  in  major 
league  markets  or  in  certain  other  areas  restricted  by  agreements  with 
major  league  teams. 

For  the  first  time,  some  of  the  regular-season  games  on  NBC-TV' s 
baseball  schedule  will  originate  on  the  West  Coast  from  the  home  parks  of 
the  top  two  teams  in  the  National  League,  the  champion  San  Francisco 
Giants  and  runner-up  Los  Angeles  Dodgers. 

NBC-TV  also  will  televise  games  from  the  home  parks  of  the 
three  other  teams  in  the  National  League  first  division  --  the 
Cincinnati  Reds,  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and  Milwaukee  Braves  --  and  from  the 
parks  of  the  Chicago  White  Sox  and  Cleveland  Indians  in  the  American 
League.  Other  American  League  pennant  contenders  also  will  be  seen  in 
action  during  the  campaign. 

This  will  be  the  network's  seventh  year  of  "Major  League

TO  TV  STATIONS  'ROUND  WORLD  BY  THE  U.S.  INFORMATION  AGENCY 

"The  Dinah  Shore  Show,"  which  will  be  broadcast  in  color  on 
the  NBC-TV  Network  Sunday,  Dec.  9,  will  be  distributed  to  television 
stations  and  networks  around  the  world,  it  was  announced  today  by  the 
United  States  Information  Agency. 

On  the  program,  offering  a  broad  range  of  modern  American 
music,  Dinah  is  joined  by  Frank  Sinatra,  Gerry  Mulligan  and  his  Jazz 
Quintet  with  Ben  Webster,  and  Bessie  Griffin  and  the  Gospel  Pearls. 
Musical  numbers  include  Gospel  hymns  and  modern  spirituals,  romantic  and 
rhythm  ballads  and  progressive  jazz. 

The  USIA  will  air-express  70  black-and-white  prints  of  the 
program  to  62  countries,  providing  the  show  with  a  potential  audience 
of  250  million  viewers. 

According  to  USIA  Director  Edward  R.  Murrow,  an  important 
aspect  of  the  agency's  TV  activity  is  to  provide  people  overseas  with 
a  clear  understanding  of  America  and  its  people,  and  in  this  context 
the  Dinah  Shore  program  is  a  major  significance. 

Mr.  Murrow  also  stressed  the  importance  to  the  agency  of 
programs  produced  by  the  TV  industry. 

Because  the  Dinah  Shore  program  is  basically  musical,  no 
translation  will  be  necessary,  although  USIA  does  distribute  TV 
productions  in  as  many  as  57  languages.  However,  a  script  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  accompany  the  film  prints,  enabling  USIA  posts  abroad  to 
prepare  translations  of  the  spoken  portions  into  native  languages

ROBERT  W.  SARNOFF  WARNS  AGAINST  ’DOUBLE  STANDARD'  GIVING 
BROADCASTERS  FREEDOM  TO  COVER  CONTROVERSIAL  ISSUES, 

BUT  RESTRAINING  THEM  ON  ENTERTAINMENT  PROGRAMMING 
Addresses  NBC-TV  Affiliates'  Annual  Meeting  in  New  York 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  warned  today  against  a  "double  standard  for 
freedom  in  broadcasting"  --  freedom  to  cover  controversial  issues,  but 
official  restraints  and  pressures  on  entertainment  programming. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  told  NBC's  television  affiliates  at  their  annual 
meeting  at  the  Americana  Hotel  in  New  York  it  was  encouraging  to  find 
recognition  that  television  should  even  be  free  to  make  mistakes  in  its 
bold  treatment  of  public  issues. 

"It  is  a  curious  paradox, "  he  said,  "that  among  the  very 
people  who  most  forcefully  advocate  freedom  of  expression  in  the  field 
of  public  affairs  programming  against  all  pressures  and  restraints  are 
those  who  are  equally  forceful  in  urging  the  government  to  employ 
pressures  and  restraints  in  the  field  of  entertainment  programming. 

They  properly  want  hands  off  news  programs  but  they  want  to  see  a  strong 
hand  on  the  entertainment  schedule  to  shape  it  to  their  own  conception 
of  what  it  should  be. 

"But  there  should  not  be  a  double  standard  for  freedom  in 
broadcasting.  If  we  have  the  right  to  exercise  freedom  in  the  coverage 
of  controversial  issues,  even  to  the  point  of  making  mistakes,  then 

(more ) 
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surely  we  have  the  equal  right  to  exercise  freedom  of  judgment  in  the 
area  of  entertainment  programming.  Indeed,  in  the  entertainment 
field,  creative  function  is  by  its  very  nature  a  process  cf  trial 

and  error  and,  thanks  to  the  power  of  the  audience,  errors  of  judgment 
are  self-correcting. " 

The  NBC  executive  noted  that  "it  is  striking  how  often  the 
very  influence  and  impact  of  the  medium  are  presented  as  reasons  to 
restrict,  control  and  shape  it  to  special  ends." 

Turning  to  the  "professional  viewers  who  keep  clinging  to  the 
same  tired  old  diagnosis"  about  what  is  wrong  with  television,  Mr. 
Sarnoff  remarked: 

"When  we  really  give  the  body  of  television  a  thorough 
examination,  it  is  hard  to  find  the  symptoms  of  illness  that  have  been 
bewailed  in  television  clinics  over  recent  years. " 

He  suggested  that  if  the  professional  viewers  "take  a  fresh 
and  closer  look  at  the  whole  patient,  they  will  find  it  far  more 
timely  and  pertinent  to  note  what's  right  with  television." 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  the  credit  for  television's  healthy  pro¬ 
gress  deserves  to  be  shared  by  many  in  the  industry  and  listed  these 
elements  as  playing  a  role  in  that  development  as  well  as  being  the 
guiding  principles  shaping  NBC's  course: 

"Program  diversity  and  balance;  the  kind  of  technological 
initiative  that  gives  us  a  unique  position  in  color,  and  the  development 
of  news  and  information  as  a  major  service  of  television. " 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  NBC  this  season  "sought  to  set  new 
standards  of  program  diversity  and  balance  while  maintaining  a  strong 
competitive  position  in  over-all  popularity."  He  added: 

"High  ratings  are  not  necessarily  incompatible  with  a 

balanced  schedule,  but  there  are  easier  ways  to  get  them.  If  you

deliberately  diversify  your  programs  to  meet  the  tastes  and  interests 
of  different  segments  of  the  public,  you  obviously  cannot  appeal  to  the 
maximum  audience  in  all  time  periods. " 

Mr.  Sarnoff  said  that  NBC's  concept  of  a  balanced  and 
diversified  schedule  "springs  from  the  conviction  that  a  medium 
addressed  to  the  total  public  must  try  to  engage  the  interests  of  all 
parts  of  that  public. 

"Unless  it  does  so,"  he  added,  "it  will  miss  a  part  of  its 
obligation  and  opportunity  --  and  part  of  its  market  as  well. 
Particularly  a  service  as  universal  as  network  television  cannot  afford 
to  ignore  a  minority  of  millions  whose  tastes  do  not  always  coincide 
with  the  majority;  who  include  the  taste  leaders  and  the  style  setters, 
and  who  form  an  economic  segment  important  to  many  national 
advertisers. 

"To  neglect  the  tastes  and  interests  of  these  millions  would, 
in  the  long  run,  prove  a  disservice  to  the  larger  mass  audience  as 
well,  and  thereby  to  the  basic  well-being  of  the  medium  itself.  Any 
medium  that  limited  itself  to  the  lowest  common  denominator  of  public 
taste  would  abdicate  vitality  and  the  chance  to  grow  in  appeal  by 
stimulating  new  interests  in  its  vast  existing  audience.  And  any 
medium  that  underestimated  the  intelligence  of  its  audience  would  soon 
find  that  audience  deserting  it.  Television's  audience  is  voluntary, 
not  captive,  and  no  member  of  it  will  stay  with  anything  that  talks 
down  to  him.  Indeed,  in  the  area  of  taste,  as  in  other  fields, 
Americans  have  the  habit  of  trading  up,  not  down. 

"The  charge  that  television  underestimates  its  audience's 
intelligence  indicates  either  little  faith  in  the  public's  ability  to 
choose  for  itself,  or  little  knowledge  of  the  wide  range  of  choice 
at  its  disposal."

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Referring  to  NBC's  pioneering  in  color,  he  said, 
"Those  who  joined  us  in  tilling  the  soil  and  planting 
the  seeds  are  now  enjoying  the  first  fruits..."  He  said 
that  color  sets  "are  now  growing  at  a  geometric  rate  -- 
doubling  and  redoubling  from  one  year  to  the  next." 

In  the  news  and  information  area,  Mr.  Sarnoff 
said  NBC  News  "is  leading  the  trend  by  every  yardstick

"WHAT* S  RIGHT  WITH  TELEVISION" 

I  always  welcome  this  annual  occasion  to  speak  to  you  be¬ 
cause  it  offers  an  opportunity  altogether  too  rare  in  this  fast-moving 
industry  --  an  opportunity  to  take  stock  of  where  we  stand  and  where 
we  are  headed.  It  is  a  time  to  pause  to  show  our  medals,  to  nurse  our 
bruises,  to  count  our  blessings.  Sometimes  it  is  also  an  occasion 
to  make  frank  demands  upon  you  —  but,  I  hasten  to  add,  not  today. 

In  reviewing  what  I  have  said  at  these  gatherings  in  the 
past,  I  came  upon  a  prophetic  line.  It  was  not  my  own,  but  a  quotation 
from  a  United  States  Senator.  The  year  was  1959*  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  clamor  over  quiz-shows,  the  Senator  made  this  prediction: 

"The  great  days  of  the  television  industry  are 
ahead.  Its  service  in  the  public  interest  is  just 
beginning,  and  in  time  we  will  look  back  to  the  present 
difficulties  as  merely  a  misstep  on  a  long  and  ultimate¬ 
ly  successful  climb." 

Since  he  ventured  that  prophecy.  Senator  John  F.  Kennedy 
of  Massachusetts  has  enjoyed  some  success  himself.  And  television 
has  been  proving  him  an  accurate  prophet  as  well. 

Over  these  years,  progress  has  been  clear  and  steady  --  for 
the  medium  and  for  NBC.  It  is  highly  significant  that  in  the  current 
season,  most  of  the  headlines  and  controversy  over  television  have 
their  roots  in  the  growing  realm  of  news  and  information  and  the  field 
of  technology.  The  most  talked-about  violence  of  the  season  has  been 
the  tragic  violence  swiftly  and  responsibly  reported  by  our  cameras 
from  Oxford,  Mississippi.  In  a  medium  once  harassed  by  complaints 

(more) 
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of  a  high  crime  rate,  the  ex-convict  who  has  created  the  biggest  stir 
is  named  Alger  Hiss.  The  action-adventure  that  has  drawn  the  most 
attention  took  place  in  real  life,  in  a  tunnel  under  the  Berlin  Wall  -- 
and  the  viewing  public  will  get  a  chance  to  give  it  first-hand 
attention  within  a  week.  Hie  biggest  dustup  on  the  home  screen  has 
not  been  between  cowboys  and  rustlers  but  between  Democrats  and 
Republicans.  Nothing  ever  concocted  in  the  way  of  suspense  could 
match  the  harrowing  grip  of  the  crisis  over  Cuba  as  television  brought 
it  home  to  the  nation.  And  the  wide  open  spaces  that  drew  the  great¬ 
est  notice  were  the  ones  through  which  Telstar  blazed  a  trail  toward 
global  television. 

Even  from  the  little  I  have  said  about  it  so  far,  you  may  have 
difficulty  in  recognizing  the  season  I  have  been  describing  as  the 
same  one  some  of  our  friends  have  dubbed  the  most  disappointing  in 
televisions  history.  It  really  is  the  same  season,  and  the  more  you 
examine  it,  the  more  difficult  it  becomes  to  account  for  this  curious 
verdict  --  a  verdict,  incidentally,  that  came  in  when  the  season  had 
barely  begun  (and  echoed  past  judgments  on  past  seasons). 

Nonetheless,  let  me  try.  It  may  be  somewhat  easier  to 
account  for  the  verdict  in  terms  of  the  people  who  have  been  judging 
it.  Television  is  not,  of  course,  without  its  disappointments,  short¬ 
comings  and  failures.  But  the  one  thing  that  invariably  goes  up,  and 

up,  and  up  is  the  set  of  standards  by  which  it  is  judged.  In  a 

sense,  we  have  brought  this  all  on  ourselves,  because  as  we  get 
better  --  as  programming  grows  in  scope,  craftsmanship  and  sophistica¬ 
tion  --  those  who  sit  in  judgment  expect  more  and  more  of  us. 

We  have  set  in  motion  something  quite  human  and  understand¬ 

able  --  a  curve  of  rising  expectations  that  at  some  point,  for  some 
people,  began  going  higher  than  our  rising  curve  of  achievement. 

(more ) 
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We  have  trained  the  toughest  audience  in  the  history  of  show  business. 
As  one  oldtimer  ruefully  remarked  not  long  ago,  things  have  reached 
the  point  where  everybody's  Aunt  Matilda  sees  more  acts  in  a  year  than 
a  booking  agent  on  the  old  Keith-Albee  circuit  saw  in  a  lifetime. 

Yet  the  best  evidence  clearly  shows  that  the  vast  public 
of  television  viewers  is  an  audience  that  keeps  coming  back  for  more. 
It  is  largely  the  professional  viewers  who  are  harder  to  please.  For 
many  of  them,  what  prompted  last  year's  hurrah  is  this  year's  ho-hum. 
In  their  terms,  it  takes  only  a  season  or  two  to  age  innovation  into 
mediocrity.  And  they  seem  to  judge  each  season  only  by  the  rather 
curious  touchstone  of  "what's  new?"  --  as  though  the  medium  were 
expected  to  undergo  a  rebirth  every  fall.  Paradoxically,  the  passing 
of  time  also  seems  to  cast  a  constantly  mellower  glow  over  vanished 
programs  of  the  past,  as  it  does  with  antiques  in  other  fields.  Thus 
it  gets  harder  for  new  programs  to  look  good  and  easier  for  old 
programs  to  look  better  —  provided  they  are  dead  and  gone.  This  may 
sound  like  something  out  of  the  twilight  zone  but  the  proof  is  just  as 
close  as  your  corner  newsstand. 

These  demands  of  professional  viewers  are  all  the  more 

difficult  to  fulfill  because  they  often  have  little  in  common  with 

those  of  most  of  the  audience.  Thus  CBS'  "The  Beverly  Hillbillies," 

probably  the  most  panned  show  of  the  new  season,  also  turns  out  to  be 

its  most  popular.  And  "It's  a  Man's  World,"  though  warmly  praised 
by  many  reviewers,  was  among  the  first  to  languish  from  the 

indifference  of  the  public. 

Beyond  our  programs,  television's  mode  of  operation  itself 
is  fair  game  for  fault-finding  by  professional  viewers,  and  these 

(more ) 
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include  not  only  those  who  write  about  us  but  some  of  our  friends  in 
the  advertising  agencies  who  have  taken  to  making  speeches  about  us. 

A  few  weeks  back,  for  example,  one  advertising  man  wondered  out  loud 
whether  it  might  not  be  good  for  us  to  adopt  the  pattern  of. British 
commercial  television  by  lumping  a  dozen  or  so  commercials  together 
instead  of  dispersing  them  evenly  through  the  schedule.  I  think  this 
gentleman  might  get  more  of  an  argument  on  this  score  from  his  clients 
and  advertising  colleagues  than  from  me.  Nevertheless,  I’m  tempted  to 
ask  him  the  kind  of  question  our  professional  viewers  never  seem  to 
pose:  might  it  not  be  good  for  British  commercial  television  to  adopt 
the  American  pattern  of  placing  commercials  in  the  schedule?  In  this 
connection,  it  is  refreshing  to  note  that  the  British  themselves  seem 
to  think  there  are  things  they  can  usefully  learn  from  us.  As  you 
know,  Britain’s  commercial  television  companies  do  not  compete  with 
each  other;  the  country’s  television  markets  are  neatly  divided  among 
them.  But  last  month  the  Independent  Television  Authority  served 
notice  that  it  means  to  change  this  situation  to  develop  something 
with  which  you  and  I  are  very  familiar,  namely,  competition. 

Observations  of  the  kind  I  have  cited  from  our  friends  among 
the  professional  viewers  may  be  in  part  only  the  reflex  to  a  need  to 
fill  a  speaking  engagement  or  a  column  of  white  space.  But  they  grow 
out  of  expectations  that  have  been  over-stimulated  by  the  very  success 
of  television.  They  represent  a  state  of  mind  that  seems  committed  to 
echoing  the  now  familiar  refrain:  "What’s  wrong  with  television?" 

Well,  what  is_  wrong  with  television? 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  much  concern  expressed  about  an 
excess  of  so-called  "sex  and  violence"  on  the  air.  Today  I  am  not 
aware  that  this  is  even  an  issue.  During  the  first  full  month  of  the 
season,  the  NBC  Television  Network  received  between  10,000  and  11,000 
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letters,  cards  and  telegrams  from  the  public  --  an  outpouring  of 
praise,  criticism  and  inquiry  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  and 
programs.  How  many  of  these  do  you  suppose  complained  about  "violence 
Exactly  four.  How  many  criticized  us  for  improper  exploitation  of 
"sex"?  Our  tabulation  found  none  at  all. 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  much  to  the  effect  that  tele¬ 
vision  schedules  were  saddled  with  too  many  Westerns,  too  many  private 
eye  and  detective  shows.  In  the  output  of  television  as  a  whole  -- 
for  which  no  single  network  can  be  responsible  --  there  may  be  some 
merit  to  this  observation.  But  no  fair  observer  can  fail  to  note 
there  has  been  a  progressive  decline  in  the  number  of  such  programs 
among  network  offerings  over  the  last  three  seasons.  And  the  combined 
output  of  the  three  networks  this  season  in  these  categories  cannot, 
in  fairness,  be  called  excessive. 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  that  television  was  slighting  its 
responsibility  to  bring  the  viewer  news  and  public  affairs  pro¬ 
gramming.  That  one  has  been  pretty  quiet  for  a  while,  but  I  expect  to 
hear  any  day  now  that  we  have  been  overdoing  it. 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  we  were  not  making  enough  of  an 
effort  to  provide  constructive  and  imaginative  programming  for 
children.  This  season  has  seen  major  new  children's  programs  --  in 
NBC's  case,  the  widely  acclaimed  "Exploring"  series.  These  are  in 
addition  to  the  already  wide  range  of  established  programs  in  the 
field,  such  as  "Update,"  "Watch  Mr.  Wizard,"  "Captain  Kangaroo"  and 
"The  New  York  Philharmonic  Young  People’s  Concerts,"  as  well  as  such 
all-family  favorites  as  "Walt  Disney’s  Wonderful  World  of  Color," 
"Lassie"  and  "International  Showtime."  Apart  from  these,  children  can 
and  do  profit  from  a  variety  of  programs  intended  primarily  for  adults 
such  as  operas,  dramatic  classics  and  documentaries. 

(more ) 
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Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  --  and  we  still  hear  from  time 
to  time  --  that  we  have  forsaken  "meaningful  drama."  This  is  a  myth 
exposed  by  the  examples  I  cited  only  last  week  in  one  of  my  periodic 
letters  to  the  TV-Radio  editors.  Mature  subject  matter,  provocative 
themes,  the  personal  and  social  problems  of  reality  all  find  skillful 
treatment  in  today's  dramatic  programs,  whether  on  film,  in  such  series 
as  "ihe  Dick  Powell  Show,"  "Dr.  Kildare"  and  "The  Eleventh  Hour,"  or 
live  and  on  tape,  as  in  "The  DuPont  Show  of  the  Week"  and  "The  Hall¬ 
mark  Hall  of  Fame." 

Not  so  long  ago,  we  heard  --  and  we  will  probably  go  on 
hearing  --  that  television  programming  lacks  balance.  Of  course,  the 
only  valid  way  to  judge  balance  is  by  the  programming  of  a  single 
network  or  a  single  station.  Even  on  that  basis,  we  will  always  find 
people  to  fault  us,  and  for  a  very  simple  reason.  Everyone  has  his 
own  idea  of  what  constitutes  balance,  and  in  each  case  you  will  find 
that  his  conception  is  weighted  heavily  in  favor  of  the  kind  of  programs 
he  happens  to  prefer.  Some  Western  fans,  I'm  sure,  would  consider  a 
schedule  balanced  if  half  of  it  consisted  of  Westerns;  and  a 
documentary  enthusiast  would  gladly  settle  for  that  many  informational 
programs.  It  falls  to  the  broadcaster,  and  only  to  the  broadcaster, 
to  mediate  among  these  and  other  tastes  and  to  try  conscientiously  to 
strike  a  balance  equitable  to  all  who  are  served  by  a  mass  medium. 

I've  been  trying  to  answer  the  question,  "What's  wrong  with 
television?"  And  the  answers  indicate  clearly  that  is  the  wrong 
question.  When  we  really  give  the  body  of  television  a  thorough 
examination,  it  is  hard  to  find  the  symptoms  of  illness  that  have  been 
bewailed  in  television  clinics  over  recent  years.  Yet  many  of  the 
professional  viewers  keep  clinging  to  the  same  tired  old  diagnosis. 

(more ) 
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I  suggest  that  if  they  take  a  fresh  and  closer  look  at  the  whole 
patient  they  will  find  it  is  far  more  timely  and  pertinent  to  note 
what's  right  with  television. 

The  credit  for  television's  healthy  progress  deserves  to  be 
shared  by  many  in  the  industry  --  and  indeed  even  by  the  professional 
viewers  themselves  who  spotted  faults  we  have  succeeded  in  correcting. 
On  this  occasion,  however,  I  believe  it  is  appropriate  to  focus  upon 
NBC's  role  in  this  development,  and  more  particularly,  on  the 
principles  that  have  shaped  our  course. 

In  our  view  at  NBC,  these  are  the  elements  that  spell  long- 
range  network  leadership:  program  diversity  and  balance;  the  kind  of 
technological  initiative  that  gives  us  a  unique  position  in  color,  and 
the  development  of  news  and  information  as  a  major  service  of  tele¬ 
vision  . 

This  season  we  sought  to  set  new  standards  of  program 
diversity  and  balance  while  maintaining  a  strong  competitive  position 
in  over-all  popularity.  High  ratings  are  not  necessarily  incompatible 
with  a  balanced  schedule,  but  there  are  easier  ways  to  get  them.  If 
you  deliberately  diversify  your  programs  to  meet  the  tastes  and 
interests  of  different  segments  of  the  public,  you  obviously  cannot 
appeal  to  the  maximum  audience  in  all  time  periods. 

Our  concept  of  a  balanced  and  diversified  schedule  springs 
from  the  conviction  that  a  medium  addressed  to  the  total  public  must 
try  to  engage  the  interests  of  all  parts  of  that  public.  Unless  it 
does  so,  it  will  miss  a  part  of  its  obligation  and  opportunity  --  and 
part  of  its  market  as  well.  Particularly  a  service  as  universal  as 
network  television  cannot  afford  to  ignore  a  minority  of  millions  whose 
tastes  do  not  always  coincide  with  the  majority;  who  include  the  taste 
leaders  and  the  style  setters,  and  who  form  an  economic  segment 
important  to  many  national  advertisers. 
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To  neglect  the  tastes  and  interests  of  these  millions 
would,  in  the  long  run,  prove  a  disservice  to  the  larger  mass 
audience  as  well,  and  thereby  to  the  basic  well-being  of  the  medium 
itself.  Any  medium  that  limited  itself  to  the  lowest  common 
denominator  of  public  taste  would  abdicate  vitality  and  the  chance  to 
grow  in  appeal  by  stimulating  new  interests  in  its  vast  existing 
audience.  And  any  medium  that  underestimated  the  intelligence  of  its 
audience  would  soon  find  that  audience  deserting  it.  Television’s 
audience  is  voluntary,  not  captive,  and  no  member  of  it  will  stay  with 
anything  that  talks  down  to  him.  Indeed,  in  the  area  of  taste,  as  in 
other  fields,  Americans  have  the  habit  of  trading  up,  not  down. 

The  charge  that  television  underestimates  its  audience's 
intelligence  indicates  either  little  faith  in  the  public’s  ability  to 
choose  for  itself,  or  little  knowledge  of  the  wide  range  of  choice 
at  its  disposal.  Such  a  range  has  existed  for  years  in  NBC  program 
schedules  appealing  to  diverse  levels  of  sophistication,  from  a 
serious  drama  to  the  broadest  comedy,  from  world  problems  to  the 
World  Series,  from  the  controversy  of  a  public  issue  to  the  escapism 
of  a  game  show.  The  choices  are  there  --  many  choices;  and  among 
them,  the  viewer  seeks  his  own  level. 

Of  the  NBC  principles  that  contribute  to  what’s  right  with 
television,  none  is  more  notable  than  the  pioneering  tradition  that 
broke  the  ground  for  color.  Those  who  joined  us  in  tilling  the  soil 
and  planting  the  seeds  are  now  enjoying  the  first  fruits  --  and  for 
them  the  color  harvest  will  be  steadily  bigger  and  better  for  years  to 
come.  It  is  already  so  good  that  14  manufacturers  are  producing  sets, 
dealers  are  finding  they  can’t  get  enough  of  them  --  and  another  net¬ 
work  has  decided  to  step  into  the  field,  however  modestly. 

(more ) 
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For  the  stations  that  pioneered  colorcasting  with  NBC, 
color  has  been  paying  off  tangibly  as  well  as  in  the  important 
intangibles  of  prestige,  excitement  and  good  will.  Advertisers  are 
learning  in  growing  numbers  that  color  commands  an  expanding,  high- 
quality  audience;  that  color  shows  produce  far  higher  ratings,  as  well 
as  measurably  greater  impact,  in  color-set  homes  than  in  homes  watching 
the  same  program  in  black  and  white.  And  broadcasters  have  learned 
that  the  station  offering  color  in  a  community  holds  a  real  edge  in 
drawing  the  color-set  viewers  even  when  it  is  presenting  shows  in  black 
and  white. 

Sales  of  color  sets  are  now  growing  at  a  geometric  rate  -- 
doubling  and  redoubling  from  one  year  to  the  next.  There  is  no  longer 
any  question  of  building  consumer  demand;  the  problem  is  to  meet  it. 

All  of  this  growth,  representing  a  whole  new  horizon  of  expansion  for 
the  medium  and  the  industry  and  a  new  dimension  of  service  to  the 
public,  owes  a  continuing  basic  debt  to  NBC  color  programming. 

Still  another  key  element  of  NBC  leadership  is  our  strong 
and  continuing  superiority  in  the  vital  field  of  news  and  information. 
This  area  of  programming  itself  has  grown  remarkably  in  importance 
and  attention  throughout  all  television  in  the  last  few  years.  We 
are  convinced  this  is  not  merely  a  cycle  but  a  major  trend  of  lasting 
consequence  in  shaping  the  pattern  of  the  medium.  And  NBC  News  is 
leading  the  trend  by  every  yardstick  --  by  the  volume,  frequency  and 
quality  of  these  programs,  by  the  size  and  ability  of  our  world-wide 
news  staff,  and  by  the  strong  preference  for  NBC  on  the  part  of 
audiences,  critics,  award  committees  and  advertisers  alike. 

It  is  now  a  well-established  pattern  that  when  all  three 
networks  carry  the  same  news  event,  NBC  commands  virtually  as  much, 
or  more,  of  the  audience  as  the  other  two  combined.  On  Election 
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Night,  the  national  Nielsens  gave  us  54$  of  the  three-network 
audience.  New  research  shows  that  in  a  typical  week  NBC  reaches  more 
television  homes  with  news  and  informational  programs  than  either  of 
the  other  networks .  And  the  average  home  spends  more  than  an  hour  and 
a  quarter  a  week  watching  these  NBC  programs  --  more  than  the  time 
spent  viewing  the  comparable  programs  of  the  other  two  networks 
combined. 

By  another  yardstick,  NBC  News  reaches  more  homes  than  the 
combined  circulation  of  Life,  Look,  Time,  Newsweek  and  U.  S.  News  and 
World  Report,  plus  the  total  circulation  of  all  major  dailies  in  New 
York,  Chicago  and  Los  Angeles. 

Impressive  as  this  is,  it  is  only  one  measure  of  one 
facet  of  the  tremendous  reach  and  impact  of  television.  Ironically, 
when  we  contemplate  the  problems  confronting  us  as  a  medium  and  an 
industry,  it  is  striking  how  many  of  them  spring  from  the  sheer  power 
and  pervasiveness  of  television.  More  particularly,  it  is  striking 
how  often  the  very  influence  and  impact  of  the  medium  are  presented 
as  reasons  to  restrict,  control  and  shape  it  to  special  ends.  How¬ 
ever,  freedom  rather  than  restriction  promises  a  free  society  its 
greatest  benefits  from  its  most  powerful  medium  of  expression. 

No  single  event  illustrated  this  more  forcefully  than  "The 
Great  Debate"  of  i960.  Lifting  the  outmoded  "equal-time"  restriction, 
rooted  in  distrust  of  the  power  of  broadcasting,  gave  a  new  spark  of 
vitality  to  the  American  electoral  process.  For  the  future,  a 
permanent  end  to  this  restriction  of  Section  315  is  an  important  piece 
of  unfinished  business.  All  that  really  remains  to  be  thrashed  out  is 
a  solution  that  will  ensure  proper  safeguards  for  fairness  --  and 
hopefully  these  will  not  be  so  narrowly  confining  and  complex  that 
they  would  prove  as  self-defeating  as  Section  315  itself.

Yet  it  is  curious  that  while  an  end  to  this  restriction 
is  being  discussed,  questions  are  being  raised  about  placing  new 
limitations  upon  broadcasting  in  the  reporting  of  elections.  Tele¬ 
vision’s  new  journalistic  techniques  have  sped  the  collection  of 
election  returns,  and  its  use  of  computers  has  sped  their  interpre¬ 
tation,  to  a  point  where  some  thoughtful  observers  are  concerned  that 
television  might  influence  a  national  election  in  the  course  of 
reporting  it.  Such  observers  fear  these  swift  televised  reports  will 
set  up  a  bandwagon  psychology  in  the  West,  while  millions  of  voters 
are  still  going  to  the  polls. 

Even  assuming  such  a  problem  may  exist  or  develop,  I  am 
frankly  at  a  loss  to  imagine  a  practical  solution  acceptable  to  a 
democratic  people.  To  suppress  or  curtail  journalistic  freedom  is  an 
extreme  measure  that  we  tolerate  temporarily  in  time  of  war  or  when 
the  national  security  is  at  stake.  It  seems  unthinkable  to  me,  how¬ 
ever,  that  we  can  practice  suppression  out  of  what,  in  the  last 
analysis,  is  the  unflattering  speculation  that  millions  of  free 
Americans  will  be  rendered  incapable  of  voting  their  individual 
convictions . 

Another  area  in  which  the  impact  of  our  medium  is  invoked  to 
justify  official  restraint  on  programs  is  the  beckoning  new  world  of 
international  television.  This  invariably  relies  on  the  need  to 
protect  the  national  image;  it  overlooks  the  elementary  point  that 
nothing  could  damage  America’s  image  more  quickly  than  any  effort  to 
tamper  with  free  expression.  One  of  the  heartening  developments  of 
1962  has  been  the  recognition  of  this  danger  by  responsible  officials 
and  the  disavowal  of  any  intention  of  imposing  thought  control  on 
American  programming  for  export.

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  recognition  that  we  need  not 
fear  our  own  strength  lies  in  the  increasing  boldness  with  which  tele¬ 
vision  is  coming  to  grips  with  controversial  public  issues,  ranging 
across  the  political  map  from  integration  to  welfare  to  civic 
corruption  to  the  conflict  with  communism.  Here,  as  in  the  other 
fields  I  have  discussed,  responsibility  should  go  hand  in  hand  with 
freedom.  It  has  also  been  recognized  that  we  should  even  be  free  to 
make  mistakes,  and  indeed  we  should,  or  freedom  would  be  meaningless. 

It  Is  a  curious  paradox  that  among  the  very  people  who  most 
forcefully  advocate  freedom  of  expression  in  the  field  of  public 
affairs  programming  against  all  pressures  and  restraints  are  those  who 
are  equally  forceful  in  urging  the  government  to  employ  pressures  and 
restraints  in  the  field  of  entertainment  programming.  They  properly 
want  hands  off  news  programs  but  they  want  to  see  a  strong  hand  on 
the  entertainment  schedule  to  shape  it  to  their  own  conception  of  what 
it  should  be.  But  there  should  not  be  a  double  standard  for  freedom 
in  broadcasting. 

If  we  have  the  right  to  exercise  freedom  in  the  coverage  of 
controversial  issues,  even  to  the  point  of  making  mistakes,  then  sure¬ 
ly  we  have  the  equal  right  to  exercise  freedom  of  judgment  in  the 
area  of  entertainment  programming.  Indeed,  in  the  entertainment 
field,  creative  function  is  by  its  very  nature  a  process  of  trial  and 
error  and,  thanks  to  the  power  of  the  audience,  errors  of  judgment 
are  self-correcting. 

I  have  cited  th<=»  NBC  position  in  program  diversity,  color 
and  news  as  the  ingredients  of  long-range  leadership  in  network  tele¬ 
vision.  Of  course,  there  is  another,  which  I  think  on  these 
occasions  we  may  not  seem  to  recognize  as  fully  as  we  should.  That  Is 

our  long  and  close  association  with  the  stations  that  broke  ground

IN  MILITARY  MEMOIR  FIIMED  AT  GETTYSBURG 
Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Co.  to  Sponsor  NBC-TV  Program 

Former  President  Dwight  D.  Elsenhower* s  appraisal  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  as  commander-in-chief  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC  Television 
Network  Monday,,  Feb.  11  (9:30-10  p.m.  EST),  the  eve  of  Lincoln *s  birth¬ 
day.  The  playdate  for  this  NBC  Special  Projects  program,  "Eisenhower 
on  Lincoln  --  The  Commander-in-Chief,"  was  announced  today. 

Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company  will  sponsor  the 
program,  produced  by  James  Nelson.  Donald  B.  Hyatt,  Director  of  NBC 
Special  Projects,  was  executive  producer. 

Eisenhower’s  military  memoir  was  filmed  in  his  study  in 
Gettysburg,  Pa.  He  speaks  of  Lincoln  with  historian  Bruce  Catton, 
author  of  many  books  on  the  Civil  War  and  winner  of  the  195^  Pulitzer 
Prize  for  history  with  his  "Stillness  at  Appomattox." 

In  evaluating  Lincoln’s  military  role,  Eisenhower  offers 
judgments  of  Union  Generals  George  C.  Meade,  George  B.  McClellan  and 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  as  well  as  Confederate  General  Robert  E.  Lee. 

Drawing  comparisons  and  contrasts  in  recent  history,  he  speaks 
of  his  own  experiences  as  commander-in-chief  of  the  Allied  Forces  in 
Europe  during  the  Second  World  War.  His  reminiscences  concern 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  General  George  C.  Marshall  and  Great 
Britain’s  Prime  Minister  Winston  Churchill.

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Lincoln,  Eisenhower  believes,  has  ’’something  of  eternal 
value"  to  give  every  American,  North  and  South.  "His  generals  brought 
him  victory,"  he  says.  "But  as  commander-in-chief  he  most  deeply 
understood,  and  best  expressed,  the  profound  significance  of  that 
victory.  What  he  wanted,  he  said,  was  ’a  union  of  hearts  and  hands  as 
well  as  of  states?." 

And,  he  adds,  "The  w.ords  Lincoln  used  to  describe  the  American 
ideal  of  freedom  and  justice  for  all  have  even  more  meaning  for  us 
today  than  when  he  first  spoke  them  a  hundred  years  ago.  He  called 
that  American  ideal  ’the  last  best  hope  of  earth'."

One  of  TV's  veteran  shows  "Young  Doctor  Malone"  marks  its 
1,000th  telecast  Tuesday,  Dec.  18  (NBC -TV  Network,  Mondays  through 
Fridays,  3:30-4  p.ra.  EST). 

With  this  impressive  record  in  TV  and  many  years  in  radio 
before  that,  the  producers  like  to  think  of  the  show  as  starting  its 
second  thousand  episodes. 

Still  heading  the  cast  are  noted  performers  William  Prince, 
Augusta  Dabney,  John  Connell,  Sarah  Hardy,  Peter  Brandon,  Martin  Blaine, 
Lesley  Woods,  Nicolas  Coster,  Ann  Williams  and  Chase  Crosley. 

The  program  is  the  pioneer  medical  dramatic  series  on  the  air, 
having  started  on  radio  in  1939,  and  branching  to  TV  in  1958.  The 
current  producers,  Carol  Irwin  and  Doris  Quinlan,  perhaps  TV's  only 
female  producing  team,  were  previously  responsible  for  the  long-run  TV 
series,  "I  Remember  Mama, "  and  the  telecast  "Claudia"  dramas.  Richard 
Holland,  who  has  been  on  the  writing  staff  of  the  program,  was  recently 
elevated  to  the  post  of  chief  writer.  Jim  Young  i3  director. 

"Young  Doctor  Malone"  tells  the  story  of  the  Malone  family,  the 
dedicated  father.  Dr.  Jerry  Malone  (Prince),  and  his  son.  Dr.  David 
Malone  (Connell).  Much  of  the  action  centers  in  Valley  Hospital,  where 
the  two  doctors  serve  on  the  staff. 

The  producers  and  writers  are  aware  of'  the  responsibility 
involved  In  keeping  the  medical  and  other  scientific  aspects  of  the  show 
correct.  Careful  research  has  made  this  one  of  the  most  authentic 
dramatic  series  on  TV.

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"We  try  to  be  realistic  about  the  scientific  aspects,"  says 
Carol  Irwin,  "but  realizing  that  drama  is  somewhat  larger  than  life,  one 
must  sometimes  enhance  reality."

Ann  Williams  is  out  of  town  preparing  for  the  Broadway  debut  of  Tennessee 
Williams'  new  play  "The  MilkTrain  Doesn't  Stop  Here  Any  More,"  Betty 
Sinclair  just  opened  in  "Lord  Pengo"  with  Charles  Boyer  and  Elizabeth 
St.Clair  just  joined  the  national  company  of  "Mary,  Mary."  Miss  St.  Clair 
will  naturally  have  to  be  "written  out"  of  the  script  during  her 
touring  period.

FIRST  TRANSATLANTIC  TELECAST  VIA  RELAY  COMMUNICATIONS  SATELLITE 
--WITH  LIVE  PICKUPS  FROM  AMERICA  AND  EUROPE- -IS  PLANNED  BY  TV 
NETWORKS  ON  BOTH  CONTINENTS  FOR  WEDNESDAY,  DEC.  19 

The  first  transatlantic  telecast  via  a  Relay  Communications 
satellite,  which  will  include  live  pickups  from  both  America  and 
Europe,  is  being  planned  by  television  networks  on  both  continents  and 
is  scheduled  to  be  transmitted  on  Wednesday,  Dec.  19,  at  approximately 
8:45  a.m.  EST. 

In  the  United  States,  the  program  will  be  carried  live  on  the 
networks  of  the  American  Broadcasting  Company,  the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System  and  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  In  Europe,  it  will  be 
telecast  in  16  countries  of  the  European  Broadcasting  Union. 

The  program,  which  will  be  about  30  minutes  in  length,  will 
have  a  Christmas  theme.  The  U.  S.  pickups  will  be  from  Washington, 

D.  C.,  and  from  three  locations  in  New  York  City  --  Rockefeller  Center, 
St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral  and  Riverside  Church.  The  European  segments 
will  include  originations  In  eight  countries:  Belgium,  Denmark,  France, 
Great  Britain,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Spain  and  West  Germany. 

The  program  is  scheduled  to  be  picked  up  and  re-transmitted 
by  the  first  Relay  satellite,  which  was  designed  and  built  by  the  Radio 
Corporation  of  America  under  contract  to  the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  and  is  expected  to  be  launched  into  orbit  by  NASA 
on  Dec.  13.

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The  U.  S.  segments  of  the  program  will  be  produced  by  ABC, 

CBS  and  NBC.  Members  of  the  three-network  producing  committee  are 
Ted  Fetter  (ABC),  Pamela  Ilott  (CBS)  and  Robert  Northshield  (NBC), 
chairman . 

The  European  segments  will  be  produced  by  the  European 
Broadcasting  Union,  with  Renee  Lucot  of  the  RTF  French  television  net¬ 
work  as  executive  producer.

Frank  Blair  will  remain  in  New  York  to  present  the  news  live  on  "Today" 
telecasts  of  all  dates. 

Old  Mallory  Square  in  Key  West  will  be  the  origination  point 
for  "Today"  on  Monday,  Dec.  17  (to  be  taped  Dec.  14),  when  the  program 
will  deal  with  the  fascinating  history  of  the  Keys.  Mallory  Square 
is  a  city  block  that  is  being  restored.  The  telecast  will  include  a 
pictorial  history  of  the  Keys,  including  its  early  legends  of  buried 
treasure  and  a  look  at  some  old  residences,  pre -Civil  War  forts  and 
other  buildings. 

On  the  Tuesday,  Dec.  18  show  (to  be  taped  Dec.  15 ),  "Today" 
will  broadcast  from  the  Naval  Base  in  Key  West,  with  features  on  ships 
and  naval  personnel  at  the  base.  From  a  dockside  location,  "Today's" 
cameras  will  view  some  of  the  vessels  and  submarines  stationed  at  the 
base,  pickup  a  demonstration  by  Navy  frogmen  from  the  underwater 
training  school  at  the  base,  and  feature  interviews  with  the  families 
of  men  stationed  at  the  base.

"Today  1  will  visit  the  house  in  which  Hemingway  spent  much  of  his  time 
between  travels  to  Africa,  Spain  and  other  places  during  the  1920's  ' 
and  1930's.  Hemingway  was  attracted  to  the  Keys  because  of  the  solitude 
and  fishing  they  offer.  In  addition  to  touring  the  house  (which  will 
soon  become  a  museum)  there  will  be  interviews  with  natives  who  spent 
time  with  the  late  Nobel  Prize-winning  author. 

"Today"  will  present  features  from  the  sport  and  commercial 
fishing  center  of  Marathon,  in  the  heart  of  the  Keys  between  Miami  and 
Key  West,  on  Thursday,  Dec.  20  (to  be  taped  on  Dec.  17).  The  first 
part  of  the  show  will  center  on  the  activities  of  commercial  fishermen. 
The  city  was  a  fishing  village  before  becoming  a  tourist  center  as 
well.  The  second  part  of  the  program  will  deal  with  deep  sea  sport 
fishing  and  include  films  of  some  of  the  "Today"  cast  aboard  a 
charter  boat. 

On  Friday,  Dec.  21  (to  be  taped  Dec.  18),  "Today"  will 
originate  from  the  Theatre  of  the  Sea,  at  Islamoranda,  and  deal  with 
the  natural  life  of  the  Keys.

90-minute  "Newspaper  of  the  Air"  and  an  hour-long  Sunday  "New  York 
Times  of  the  Air." 

In  addition,  most  regular  news  programs  have  been  expanded: 
one-minute  news  wrap-ups  to  five  minutes,  five -minute  programs  to  10 
minutes  and  15-minute  newscasts  to  30  minutes. 

WNBC-TV  has  added  two-and-a-half  hours  to  its  daily  schedule 
of  news  programs  and  augmented  weekend  newscasts  by  three  hours. 

WNBC  (radio)  had  added  approximately  three  hours  to  its  existing  news 
broadcasts  during  the  week  and  another  three  hours  over  the  weekend. 

"Newspaper  of  the  Air"  will  be  carried  Monday -through -Friday 
at  5  p.m.

Twenty-one  new  members  of  the  Twenty-Five  Year  Club  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  were  honored  at  a  luncheon  in  the  Empire 
Room  of  the  Waldorf -Astoria  Hotel  in  New  York  yesterday. 

Gold  watches  and  certificates  were  presented  to  the  new 
members  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  NBC.  Robert  E. 
Kintner,  President  of  NBC,  spoke  to  the  luncheon  group. 

Shari  Lewis,  star  of  NBC-TV’s  "Shari  Lewis  Show,"  enter¬ 
tained,  and  NBC  News  correspondent  Chet  Huntley  spoke. 

The  21  new  members  were  honored  not  only  for  their  long 
service  with  the  company  but  also  for  their  participation  in  the 
development  of  broadcasting.  Their  experiences  and  accomplishments 
offer  many  interesting  sidelights  of  the  early  years  of  broadcasting. 

The  new  members  and  experiences  they  recall  follow: 

Henry  Brockman,  Maintenance  Engineer,  recalled  that  for  the 
first  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra  concert  conducted  by  Maestro  Arturo 
Toscanini  a  special  type  of  program  for  the  studio  audience  of  1,400 
was  required  so  that  there  would  be  no  noise  from  the  rustling  of  pages. 
The  special  programs  were  made  of  white  silk. 

Martha  Carlson,  Secretary  to  Mr.  Sarnoff,  became  the 
26,000,000th  person  in  the  nation  to  receive  a  Social  Security  number 
when  she  was  employed  by  NBC.  Ceremonies  in  Baltimore  honoring  Miss 
Carlson  were  broadcast  on  NBC  Radio's  Blue  Network.

Trygve  Danielsen,  Transmitter  Engineer,  Bound  Brook,  N.  J., 
was  in  charge  of  radio  and  telphone  stations  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina, 
from  1929  to  1931>  before  he  joined  NBC.  Today,  as  one  of  the 
engineers  responsible  for  short  wave  transmission  of  "Voice  of 
America"  broadcasts,  he  is  still  associated  with  radio  stations  in 
Argentina  as  the  programs  are  broadcast  to  South  America,  as  well  as 
to  Europe  and  North  Africa. 

Arnold  C.  Ewert,  Master  Control  Engineer,  was  Dinah  Shore's 
first  radio  engineer. 

Thomas  Gannon,  Electrician,  operated  the  lighting  for  NBC 
Symphony  Orchestra  concerts  conducted  by  Maestro  Arturo  Toscanini. 

Harry  L.  Grelck,  Studio  Field  Engineer,  was  in  charge  of  the 
down-range  audio  at  Grand  Bahama  Island  for  the  television  networks' 
pool  coverage  of  the  sub-orbital  flights  of  astronauts  Alan  Shepard  Jr. 
and  Virgil  Grissom. 

Radcliffe  W.  Hall,  Senior  Announcer,  was  the  announcer  for 
the  first  live  television  broadcast  from  a  submerged  submarine.  On 
May  3i  1953.*  Mr.  Hall  was  announcing  from  the  submarine  UjS.S.  Grenadier 
as  it  made  four  dives  totaling  two  hours  of  submergence. 

Gene  Hamilton,  Senior  Announcer,  was  for  three  years  the 
announcer  for  the  NBC  Symphony  Orchestra  concerts  conducted  by  Maestro 
Toscanini.  During  the  intermission  of  one  concert  Mr.  Hamilton  was 
pressed  to  ad  lib  for  13  minutes  because  the  principal  figure.  Maestro 
Toscanini,  was  unexpectedly  detained  in  his  dressing  room. 

Harold  F.  Hartwell,  Disbursement  Control  Accountant,  joins 
the  Twenty-Five  Year  Club  after  beginning  with  NBC  27  years  ago.  He 
began  with  the  company  before  World  War  II,  entered  the  Armed  Forces, 
and  returned  to  NBC  in  19^5  in  the  same  capacity  he  held  before  joining 


the  Armed  Forces .

Roland  W.  Jordan,  Maintenance  Engineer,  designed  and  built 
in  19^9 j  a  two-channel  TV  switching  system  for  the  switching  of  local 
and  network  broadcasts,  which  replaced  the  single  circuit  to  the  NBC 
television  transmitter  on  the  Empire  State  Building  in  New  York. 

Mildred  Joy,  Librarian,  finds  the  NBC  library  to  be  a  "jack- 
of-all -trades , "  from  providing  information  for  many  NBC  programs  to 
providing  backgrounds  for  pictures.  Miss  Joy  recalls  many  experiences 
from  supplying  descriptions  of  the  characters  in  "Victoria  Regina"  (an 
Emmy  winner  on  NBC  in  1961),  to  assisting  photographers  for  pictures 
taken  in  the  library,  such  as  those  of  Vivian  Blaine  and  Hal  March  taken 
for  "Dream  Girl." 

Melvin  Lewis,  Live  Studio  Engineer,  operated  and  maintained 
the  power  room  for  NBC  at  Radio  City,  in  1949,  he  redesigned  the  entire 
precision  clock  system  for  all  radio  and  television  facilities,  so  that 
all  clocks  operate  from  a  master  system. 

Albert  C.  McClellan,  Maintenance  Engineer,  working  at  KOA, 
Denver,  in  19^-7  (then  an  owned  NBC  station),  constructed  with  Stan  Neal 
(now  with  NBC  Hollywood)  an  entire  television  setup  and  demonstrated 
it  on  closed-circuit  in  the  KOA  studios  to  many  Denver  residents.  The 
following  day,  the  Rocky  Mountain  News  devoted  its  entire  front  page 
to  the  McClellan-Neal  project. 

Samuel  C.  Monroe,  Live  Studio  Engineer,  was  the  first  sound 
effects  man  for  NBC  Radio's  "Gangbusters "  program.  His  mother  is 
actress  Irene  Hubbard,  who  was  often  in  the  "Gangbusters"  cast.  As 
the  sound  effects  man,  and  with  his  mother  in  the  cast,  about  once  a 
year  Mr.  Monroe  was  required  to  "shoot"  his  mother. 

Walter  E.  Mullaney,  Facility  Manager,  was  one  of  the  field 
engineers  for  the  first  television  broadcast  of  a  football  game  from  West 
Point,  Army  vs.  Cornell,  on  Oct.  5*  19^6.

Louis  Newman,  General  Accountant,  in  May,  1959,  developed  and 
designed  the  forms  for  a  system  whereby  every  commercial  announcement 
broadcast  on  the  air  is  checked  against  the  FCC  log  to  insure  exact 
billings  to  agencies  for  all  broadcasts. 

Arthur  Oppenheimer,  Staff  Writer,  Press  Department, 
accompanied  an  NBC  sound-camera  crew  to  the  home  of  the  late  Dr. 

Albert  Einstein  at  Princeton,  N.  J.  in  1950*  Mr.  Oppenheimer  was 
assigned  to  cover  the  activity,  which  was  the  filming  of  a  statement 
for  television.  It  was  at  this  informal  interview  Dr.  Einstein  first 
announced  the  H-bomb  had  appeared  on  the  horizon  as  a  probably 
attainable  goal. 

Ruth  Preston,  Supervisor  of  Central  Files,  said:  "The  most 
significant  observations  I  have  made  during  my  25  years  devoted  to  the 
records  of  NBC  are  the  increased  importance  of  adequate  records  as 
required  by  today* s  complicated  economy  and  the  added  premium  which  the 
atomic  age  has  placed  upon  the  safety  of  handling  these  records." 

Alfred  Saunders,  Film  Engineer  (retired),  is  one  of  the  best 
bridge  players  in  the  history  of  NBC.  His  devotion  to  the  game  often 
found  him  driving  to  Florida  and  California  to  compete  in  bridge 
tourneys  while  on  vacation  from  NBC. 

Paul  Todd,  Transmitter  Engineer,  Bound  Brook,  N.  J.,  recalled 
that  during  the  early  days  of  television  transmitting  it  was  not  un¬ 
common,  while  installing  a  new  device,  to  be  called  to  the  phone  by  the 
NBC  Engineering  Department  and  informed  to  stop  work  as  a  better  product 
had  Just  been  developed.

MENOTTI'S  "AMAHL  AND  THE  NIGHT  VISITORS"  WILL  HAVE  ITS  THIRTEENTH 
TV  PRESENTATION  IN  NBC  OPERA  COMPANY  HOUR  OF  DEC.  23 

"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors, "  the  famous  Christmas  opera 
by  Gian  Carlo  Menotti,  will  have  its  13th  presentation  on  the  NBC-TV 
network  Sunday,  Dec.  23  (NBC-TV,  3:30-4:30  p.m.  EST). 

Since  its  world  premiere  performance  on  Dec.  25,  1951,  the 
NBC  Opera  Company  has  presented  it  as  an  annual  Yuletide  event.  All 
members  of  the  original  cast,  with  the  exception  of  the  young  performer 
in  the  Amahl  role,  will  again  be  seen  in  this  performance.  Rosemary 
Kuhlmann  heads  the  cast  as  the  mother,  the  three  kings  are  Andrew 
McKinley  as  Caspar,  Leon  Lishner  as  Balthasar  and  David  Aiken  as 
Melchior.  The  page  is  Francis  Monachino.  Amahl  is  sung  by  Kirk 
Jordan.  This  performance  is  a  repeat  showing  on  tape.  Arlene  Francis 
is  hostess. 

The  story  of  Amahl  is  a  simple  and  devout  one.  Amahl  lives 
with  his  mother  in  a  poor  hut.  All  their  possessions  are  gone  and  they 
have  only  straw  to  sleep  on.  Amahl  is  lame  and  uses  a  wooden  crutch  he 
has  made  for  himself.  In  spite  of  their  poverty,  when  the  Three  Kings 
come  by  during  the  night  seeking  shelter,  they  are  invited  in. 

Shepherds  come  to  bring  food  for  the  guests  and  some  of  the  shepherds 
dance.  After  they  go,  the  mother  sees  the  gold  and  jewels  the  Kings 
are  carrying  to  the  Child  about  to  be  born.  In  the  night  she  steals 

(more ) 
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some  of  the  gold  for  her  crippled  child  and  is  caught.  The  Kings  tell 
her  about  the  "Child  of  Love"  and  she  is  ashamed,  and  wishes  she  had 
a  gift  to  give.  Amahl  offers  his  homemade  crutch  as  a  gift,  the  only 
thing  he  possesses.  He  is  miraculously  cured  of  his  lameness  and  is 
given  permission  by  his  mother  to  follow  the  Kings  to  the  Child  to 
give  thanks  in  person. 

The  opera  for  which  both  music  and  text  were  written  by 
Menotti,  was  commissioned  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  The 
sets  for  this  production  were  designed  by  Otis  Riggs  and  the  costumes 
are  the  original  ones  created  by  Eugene  Berman.  Herbert  Grossman 
conducts  the  performance  with  Jan-Claude  Schwartz  as  director.  Samuel 
Chotzinoff  is  producer  of  the  NBC  Opera  Company. 

"Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  is  the  second  opera  by  Menotti 
commissioned  by  NBC.  The  first  was  "The  Old  Maid  and  the  Thief"  in 
1938.  A  third  one  was  ’Maria  Golovin’  which  was  first  presented  at  the 
Brussels  World’s  Fair  in  1958  and  later  on  NBC-TV.  On  Sunday, 

March  3,  the  NBC  Opera  Company  will  offer  a  fourth  opera  by  Menotti 
commissioned  by  NBC.

Carol  Irwin,  producer  of  "Young  Doctor  Malone"  on  NBC-TV, 
died  in  her  home  in  New  York  City  on  Tuesday  (Dec.  11),  after  a  long 
illness.

Miss  Irwin  was  bom  in  Philadelphia  and  was  graduated  from 
the  School  of  Industrial  Art  (now  the  Philadelphia  Museum  College  of 
Art).  She  worked  for  the  Curtis  Publishing  Company,  later  as  a 
reporter  for  the  Public  Ledger,  and  subsequently  went  into  advertising. 

After  working  for  Philadelphia  radio  stations  WCAU  and  KYW 
she  moved  to  New  York  where  she  worked  for  Young  and  Rubicam 
advertising  agency.  She  joined  the  American  Broadcasting  Company 
and  became  a  co-producer  of  the  "Theatre  Guild  of  the  Air."  Her 
first  solo  venture  as  a  producer  was  the  long  run  "Mama"  series 
starring  Peggy  Wood.  This  ran  for  seven  years.  She  also  produced 
the  "Claudia"  programs  on  TV. 

In  addition  to  her  husband,  she  is  survived  by  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Daisy  Rudesill  Irwin  of  Germantown,  Pa.

Robert  Q.  Lewis  is  the  new  star  accompanying  the  guests, 
gimmicks  and  guesses  that  have  made  NBC-TV' s  "Play  Your  Hunch"  one  of 
daytime  television's  best  known  and  most  popular  audience -participation 
shows.  The  game  show  is  presented  in  color  Mondays  through  Fridays, 
10:30  to  11  a.m.  EST. 

Lewis  became  permanent  host  of  the  program  after  Merv  Griffin 
left  to  star  in  his  own  NBC-TV  daytime  color  series. 

The  "Play  Your  Hunch"  game  consists  of  two  husband -and -wife 
teams  confronted  with  puzzling  situations  in  which  they  must  play  their 
hunches,  based  upon  intuition  and  powers  of  perception. 

Children,  animals,  antiques,  pictures,  gadgets  --  almost  any 
subject  --  might  be  used  in  the  problems.  The  guessing-game  format 
allows  a  continuous  procession  of  stunts,  tricks  and  surprises. 

Hollywood,  Broadway,  television  and  sports  celebrities  appear 
often  as  special  guests  in  puzzle -posing  tableaux.  Among  the  headliners 
who  have  appeared  recently  are  Jane  Russell,  Jack  Paar,  Richard 
Chamberlain,  Tony  Bennett,  Sam  Snead  and  Janet  Leigh. 

Most  of  the  "Play  Your  Hunch"  problems  are  multiple-choice 
types  in  which  contestants  must  select  one  of  three  alternatives, 
either  X,  Y  or  Z,  as  the  parts  of  the  problem  are  labeled.  For

instance,  a  celebrity  might  describe  three  different  hobbies  and  show 
examples  of  each  --  a  painting,  sculpture  and  wood  carving  --  and 
the  contestants  have  to  decide  which  is  really  his  hobby. 

Or,  three  men  may  appear  in  a  brief  hotel  sketch  as  a 
doorman,  desk  clerk  and  bellhop,  and  the  contestants  are  asked  which  of 
the  trio  is  performing  his  regular  job. 

Occasionally,  "come-closer "  problems  are  used,  with  both 
teams  of  contestants  asked  to  write  their  answers  on  a  slate  and  show 
them  simultaneously.  The  problem  might  be  to  give  the  height  in  inches 
of  the  Empire  State  Building,  or  the  temperature  that  very  minute  in 
Phoenix,  Ariz.  (while  Lewis  talks  on  the  telephone  to  the  Phoenix 
Chamber  of  Commerce). 

The  first  of  the  two  teams  to  win  three  rounds  collects  $150 
and  goes  on  to  meet  new  opponents.  Announcer  Johnny  Olsen  assists 
Lewis  in  presenting  the  problems. 

"Play  Your  Hunch"  is  produced  by  Ira  Skutch  and  directed  by 
Mike  Gargiulo.  The  series,  packaged  by  Goodson-Todman  Productions  in 
association  with  NBC-TV,  has  been  on  the  network  since  Dec.  7*  1959* 
and  has  been  presented  in  color  since  Sept.  20,  i960.

TELECAST  FROM  CANADA  ADDED  TO  THE  FIRST  TRANSATLANTIC  PROGRAM  VIA 
RELAY  SATELLITE  SCHEDULED  ON  TV  NETWORKS  OF  TWO  CONTINENTS 

A  telecast  from  Canada  has  been  added  to  the  first  trans¬ 
atlantic  program  via  a  Relay  communications  satellite  being  planned  by 
television  networks  on  two  continents  for  Wednesday,  Dec.  19,  at 
approximately  8:45  a.m.  EST. 

The  Canadian  pickup  will  show  skiers  and  skaters  on  Mount 
Royal  and  a  children's  choir  singing  in  the  Place  Ville  Marie  in 
Montreal.  It  will  be  narrated  in  both  English  and  French  by  Jacques 
Fateaux  and  will  be  produced  by  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

The  North  American  segment  will  also  include  a  remote  broad¬ 
cast  from  the  site  of  the  White  House  Christmas  tree  in  Washington 
featuring  Mahalia  Jackson  and  the  Augustana  Lutheran  Church  Choir,  and 
from  three  locations  in  New  York  --  Rockefeller  Center,  St.  Patrick's 
Cathedral  and  Riverside  Church. 

The  Relay  transmission,  which  will  probably  run  over  30 
minutes  in  length,  will  have  as  its  theme  an  exchange  of  Christmas 
greetings  between  America  and  Europe  and  will  include  live  pickups 
showing  preparations  for  the  holidays  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

The  European  segment  of  the  program  will  be  produced  by  the 

European  Broadcasting  Union  and  will  include  pickups  from  eight  member 

countries  --  Belgium,  Denmark,  France,  Great  Britain,  Italy,  the 

Netherlands,  Spain  and  West  Germany.  The  program  will  be  broadcast  in 

all  member  nations  of  the  EBU,  which  also  includes  Austria,  Finland, 

Luxembourg,  Monaco,  Norway,  Portugal,  Sweden,  Switzerland  and  Yugoslavia.

NINE  NBC  NEWS  CORRESPONDENTS  WILL  APPEAR  ON  ’TODAY'  IN  REVIEWS 
OF  1962  EVENTS  AND  IN  FORECASTS  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR

A  review  of  major  news  developments  in  Europe,  Latin-Araerica 
and  Asia  during  1962  and  a  forecast  for  the  coming  year,  will  be 
presented  by  nine  NBC  News  foreign  correspondents  in  a  series  of  five 
reports  on  NBC -TV's  "Today"  starting  Wednesday,  Dec.  25. 

(The  correspondents  will  be  in  this  country  to  take  part  in 
"Projection  '6 3,"  NBC  News'  annual  year-end  news  wrapup  and  forecast 
program  which  will  be  telecast  in  color  Sunday,  Jan.  6,  from  10  to 
11  p.m.  EST) . 

In  addition,  NBC  News  Washington  correspondent  Martin 
Agronsky  will  present  a  year-end  review  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Kennedy  administration,  and  a  forecast  for  1963,  on  Wednesday,  Jan.  2, 
to  complete  series  of  special  "Today"  reports. 

The  correspondents  will  appear  during  the  8:30-9  a.m.  EST 
segment  of  the  7-9  a.m.  EST  series.  Following  are  the  dates  the 
correspondents  will  appear  and  their  topics: 

Wednesday,  Dec.  26  --  Kenneth  Bernstein,  who  is  based  in 
Buenos  Aires,  and  Richard  Valeriani,  from  the  Caribbean,  will  discuss 
the  Cuban  crisis,  Latin-American  reaction  to  it,  and  the  outlook  for 
hemispheric  unity. 

Thursday,  Dec.  27  --  Piers  Anderton  from  Berlin  and  Frank 
Bourgholtzer  from  Moscow  will  discuss  the  Berlin  situation,  the  German 
Government  crisis  and  relations  between  the  United  States  and  Russia.

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Friday,  Dec.  28  --  Joseph  C.  Harsch  from  London  and  Bernard 
Frizell  from  Paris  will  discuss  the  Common  Market  and  other  European 
topics. 

Monday,  Dec.  31  --  James  Robinson  from  Hong  Kong  and  Welles 
Hangen  from  New  Delhi  will  discuss  the  Sino-Indian  conflict  and  India's 
relations  with  China,  Russia  and  the  'West  in  view  of  the  border  war. 

Tuesday,  Jan.  1  --  Irving  R.  Levine  from  Rome  will  report 
on  the  Ecumenical  Council  meetings. 

Wednesday,  Jan.  2  --  Martin  Agronsky,  from  Washington,  will 
review  the  domestic  policies  of  the  Kennedy  Administration.

"Conversation  with  the  President,"  an  unprecedented 
television  and  radio  interview  with  President  Kennedy,  will 
be  broadcast  on  the  NBC  Radio  Network  Monday,  Dec.  17 ,  from 
6:30  to  7^30  p.m.  EST.  (NOTE:  Time  for  WNBC  to  be  announced.) 

As  previously  announced,  the  program  will  be 
carried  on  the  NBC  Television  Network  8:30-9:30  p.m.  EST  on 
the  same  date . 

The  program  will  be  taped  earlier  in  the  day  in  the 
Oval  Room  of  the  White  House.  The  President  will  be 
interviewed  on  his  first  two  years  in  office  by  three 
newsmen,  each  representing  one  of  the  three  networks.  The 
NBC  Newsman  on  the  program  is  White  House  correspondent 
Sander  Vanocur.

ON  NBC  NEW  YORK  STATIONS  DUE  TO  NEWSPAPER  STRIKE

WNBC-TV  climaxed  its  first  week  of  expanded  news  coverage  by 
scheduling  five  special  news  telecasts  for  the  weekend  of  Dec.  15-16. 

The  increased  news  programming  began  Saturday,  Dec.  8  when  a 
newspaper  strike  led  to  the  shutdown  of  nine  metropolitan  papers. 

Throughout  the  week,  WNBC-TV  and  WNBC  (radio)  have  expanded 
almost  all  newscasts  and  included  a  daily  90-minute  TV  "Newspaper  of  the 
Air. " 

The  special  TV  programming  was  set  to  continue  with  "Evening 
Report"  Friday,  Dec,  14  (9:30-10  p.m.  EST)  featuring  a  discussion 
between  spokesmen  for  each  side  in  the  newspaper  strike:  Walter  N. 
Thayer,  president  of  the  He raid -Tribune  who  spoke  as  representative  of 
the  New  York  publishers,  and  Bertram  A.  Powers,  president  of  the 
International  Typographical  Union  No.  6. 

The  program,  anchored  by  NBC  News  correspondent  Robert 
Abernethy,  also  was  to  include  three  New  York  newspaper  personalities: 
syndicated  sports  columnist  Red  Smith  of  the  Herald  Tribune;  Frank 
Farrell,  columnist  for  the  World -Tele gram  &  Sun,  and  Eleanor  Adams, 
managing  editor  of  the  women’s  page  of  the  Herald  Tribune. 

At  9  a.m.  EST  Saturday  (Dec.  15),  a  special  half-hour  program 
with  Abernethy  as  anchorman  was  scheduled.  It  was  to  feature  puppeteer- 
comedienne  Shari  Lewis  reading  Saturday’s  comics.  Helen  Marmor  was 
assigned  as  producer. 

Saturday  afternoon  (4-5  p.m.  EST),  another  news  special,  "Late 
Afternoon  Report,"  was  to  update  late  national,  international  and  local 
news,  with  NBC  News  correspondent  Edwin  Newman  as  anchorman.

Highlights  of  the  Liberty  Bowl  Football  game 
were  to  be  included.  James  Harper  was  assigned  as  producer. 

"The  Sunday  New  York  Times  of  the  Air"  was  scheduled  for 
telecast  on  Sunday,  Dec.  16  (11:30  a. m. -12:30  p.m.  EST),  featuring  the 
top  editors  and  columnists  of  the  Times,  with  Robert  Priaulx  as  producer. 

A  fifth  TV  special,  "Afternoon  Report,"  was  scheduled  for 
4  p.m.  EST  Sunday  (Dec.  16).  This  half-hour  program  was  to  feature 
Newman  and  Gabe  Pressman  as  anchormen  with  Lou  Boda  presenting  sports 
news,  and  Leonard  Leddington  producing.

WORLD  PREMIERE  OF  MENOTTI’ S  "LABYRINTH" 

ON  NBC  OPERA  COMPANY  COLOR  TELECAST 

Work  Was  Commissioned  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company 



The  world  premiere  performance  of  "Labyrinth"  by  Gian  Carlo 
Menotti  will  be  given  by  the  NBC  Opera  Company  Sunday,  March  3  (NBC-TV 
color  broadcast, 2-3  p.m.  EST),  it  was  announced  today  by  producer 
Samuel  Chotzinoff.  The  opera  was  commissioned  by  the  National  Broad¬ 
casting  Company.  Menotti  wrote  both  the  music  and  libretto. 

This  is  the  fourth  opera  of  Menotti  to  be  commissioned  and 
presented  by  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  The  first  was  "The  Old 
Maid  and  the  Thief"  written  for  radio  and  presented  in  1938.  The  second 
was  "Amahl  and  the  Night  Visitors"  which  was  first  given  on  NBC-TV  in 
1951  and  has  been  repeated  every  year  since  then.  The  third  was  "Maria 
Golovin"  which  was  given  its  first  performance  by  the  NBC  Opera  Company 
under  State  Department  auspices  at  the  Brussels  Worlds  Fair  and 
repeated  on  Broadway  and  on  NBC-TV  in  1958. 

Menotti  describes  "Labyrinth"  as  "a  surrealistic  opera."  He 
has  long  had  the  theme  in  mind.  The  major  characters  are  a  bride  and 
a  bridegroom,  who  wander  through  a  great  hotel,  lost.  They  are  search¬ 
ing  for  the  desk  to  get  their  key.  They  encounter  many  people  in  their 
search,  but  principally  three  major  ones:  an  old  man,  who  represents 
the  past;  an  executive  director,  a  lady,  who  represents  the  present; 
and  finally  an  astronaut,  who  represents  the  future.  In  the  course  of

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the  search  the  groom  loses  his  bride,  but  he  finally  arrives  at  the 
desk.  He  asks  for  the  key  and  the  clerk  presents  him  with  a  coffin. 

This  is  not  the  end  of  his  search,  which  finally  ends  successfully 
after  his  encounter  with  the  desk. 

Menotti  explains  that  "we  humans  have  been  given  an  enquiring 
mind.  Only  in  death  do  we  find  the  ultimate  answers.  The  death  of  a 
great  man  is  more  than  the  death  of  an  insignificant  man.  What  we  get 
in  death  is  in  proportion  to  the  extent  we  used  our  enquiring  mind 
in  life." 

"Labyrinth”  will  require  a  large,  complex  and  expensive 
production.  According  to  the  composer-librettist,  it  is  truly  written 
for  television  or  film  only.  It  will  be  virtually  impossible  to  do  it 
on  stage,  as  all  of  Menotti*s  operas  have  been  done.  Special  effects 
and  trick  photography  will  be  required.  In  the  episode  of  "tea  with  the 
astronaut,"  for  instance,  there  will  be  need  to  show  weightlessness. 
Menotti  says  his  music  will  not  represent  a  departure  from  his  earlier 
works,  although  the  text  differs  from  his  previous  operas.  It  will  be 
written  in  his  familiar  melodic  diatonic  style. 

Kirk  Browning  will  be  director  and  Samuel  Chotzinoff  is 
producer.  Cast  and  other  production  details  will  be  announced  later.

The  newsmen  are  Piers 
Anderton  (Berlin),  Kenneth  Bernstein  (Buenos  Aires),  Joseph  C.  Harsch 
(London),  Welles  Hangen  (India),  Bernard  Frizell  (Paris),  Irving  R. 
Levine  (Rome),  James  Robinson  (Hong  Kong),  Richard  Valeriani  (the 
Caribbean)  and  Frank  Bourgholtzer  (Moscow).  The  "Projection  ’63" 
color  broadcast  is  scheduled  Sunday,  Jan.  6  on  NBC-TV  (10-11  p.m.  EST) .

William  B.  Monroe  Jr.,  Director  of  NBC  News  Washington,  has 
been  elected  executive  committee  chairman  of  the  Congressional  Radio- 
Television  Correspondents’  Galleries. 

The  committee  serves  as  liaison  between  the  correspondents 
covering  Congress  for  radio  and  TV  and  the  members  of  both  houses  and 
their  staffs.  One  of  the  committee's  chief  concerns  is  obtaining 
greater  access  to  Congressional  proceedings  for  broadcasters,  Mr. 

Monroe  said.  The  committee  also  strives  for  greater  freedom  of  infor¬ 
mation  generally,  working  with  the  National  Association  of  Broadcasters 
toward  this  objective. 

Mr.  Monroe  joined  NBC  News  in  August,  1961,  as  Manager  of  NBC 
News  Washington,  and  was  promoted  to  his  present  position  in  November, 
1961.  Prior  to  joining  NBC  Mr.  Monroe  was  news  director  of  WDSU-TV 
New  Orleans  for  six  years.  Under  his  direction  the  department  won  two 
awards  from  the  National  Radio-Television  News  Directors  Assn,  (of  which 
Mr.  Monroe  is  a  past  president)  and  a  Peabody  Award  for  editorials 
which  were  written  and  broadcast  by  Mr.  Monroe. 

As  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Radio -TV 
correspondents  galleries,  Mr.  Monroe  succeeds  Robert  H.  Fleming  of  ABC. 
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GREATLY  EXPANDED  NEWS  COVERAGE  BY  WNBC-TV  AND  WNBC  (RADIO) 
CONTINUES  IN  N.Y.  AREA  AS  CITY'S  PAPERS  REMAIN  ON  STRIKE 

NBC's  New  York  stations,  WNBC-TV  and  WNBC  (radio)  have 
greatly  increased  their  news  broadcasts  since  nine  local  newspapers 
were  shutdown  by  a  strike  Dec.  8. 

TV  news  programming  has  been  increased  by  16  hours,  45 
minutes  each  week;  radio  newscasts  have  risen  by  25  hours. 

More  than  seven  hours  of  the  expanded  news  time  is  attributed 
to  WNBC-TV's  "Newspaper  of  the  Air,"  a  daily  (5-6:30  p.m.  EST)  90 -minute 
news  program  that  features  international  reports  from  NBC  News  in 
Washington,  local  news  from  NBC's  Ben  Grauer,  and  suburban  news  (from 
New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Connecticut  areas),  and  such  regular  news¬ 
paper-type  headings  as  comics,  society  notes,  obituaries,  financial 
news  and  stock  quotations. 

Richard  K.  Doan,  TV-radio  columnist  for  the  New  York  Herald 
Tribune,  appeared  on  the  program  Friday,  Dec.  14  as  did  Warren  Berry 
of  the  newspaper's  financial  department. 

Much  of  WNBC  Radio's  news  expansion  comes  from  a  Monday- 
through  -Friday  "Six  Star  Report,"  which  normally  runs  almost  one  hour 
(6:05  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  EST),  but  now  continues  to  8:15  p.m.  EST. 

Both  WNBC-TV  and  WNBC  (radio)  broadcast  simultaneously  the 
"Sunday  New  York  Times  of  the  Air,"  an  hour  program  at  11:30  a.m. 
Sundays  which  features  columnists  and  editors  of  the  New  York  Times.

NBC  NEWS  WILL  COVER  KENNEDY-MA CMILLAN  MEETING 
AT  NASSAU  WITH  SPECIAL  TELECAST  DEC.  20 

NBC  News’  coverage  of  President  Kennedy’s  meeting  with 
Prime  Minister  Macmillan  of  Great  Britain  at  Nassau  in  the  Bahama 
Islands  will  be  presented  in  a  special  news  program  Thursday,  Dec.  20 
from  11:15  to  11:30  p.m.  EST  (NBC-TV  Network,  except  WNBC-TV.  The 
coverage  will  be  carried  as  a  segment  of  WNBC-TV ’s  "Newspaper  of  the 
Air"  Friday,  Dec.  21.  5  to  6:30  p.m.  EST). 

Britain’s  difficulties  in  gaining  admittance  to  the  Common 
Market,  its  displeasure  over  the  U.  S.  plans  to  scrap  the  Skybolt 
missile,  and  general  world  conditions  are  expected  to  be  discussed 
by  the  leaders  of  the  two  governments. 

NBC  News’  White  House  correspondent  Sander  Vanocur  and 
Senior  European  correspondent  Joseph  C.  Harsch  will  cover  the  meeting. 
At  its  conclusion,  they  will  fly  to  Miami  for  a  live  report  on  its 
results  as  part  of  the  Dec.  20  special  program.  Films  of  closing 
events,  including  the  departure  of  President  Kennedy  and  Prime 
Minister  Macmillan  and  any  statements  made  by  them,  also  will  be 
rushed  to  Miami  for  the  special  telecast.

PACKERS -GIANTS  BATTLE  FOR  NFL  CHAMPIONSHIP 
TO  BE  BROADCAST  BY  NBC -TV  AND  RADIO 

For  the  second  year  In  a  row,  it  will  be  the  Green  Bay  Packers 
versus  the  New  York  Giants  in  the  National  Football  League  Championship 
Game  at  New  York's  Yankee  Stadium  Sunday,  Dec.  30,  to  be  covered  by  the 
NBC-TV  Network  (except  WNBC-TV)  and  the  NBC  Radio  Network. 

(NOTE:  The  telecast  of  the  NFL  Championship  Game  always  is 
blacked  out  in  the  city  of  origination. ) 

Air  time  on  TV  and  radio  will  be  1:45  p.m.  EST,  15  minutes 
before  kickoff.  Commentators  will  be  announced  soon.  A  pre-game  show, 
"NFL  Championship  Scouting  Report,"  with  Lindsey  Nelson  as  host,  will 
be  presented  on  NBC-TV  9t  1:30  p.m.  EST. 

Hie  Packers  won  their  third  straight  Western  Conference  crown 
Dec.  16.  In  their  final  regular-season  outing,  they  defeated  the  Los 
Angeles  Rams,  20- 17*  after  having  gained  the  conference  title  when 
second-place  Detroit  lost,  3-0,  to  Chicago. 

The  Giants  clinched  the  Eastern  Conference  title  Dec.  2  and 
wound  up  the  season  with  nine  straight  victories.  The  New  Yorkers  have 
finished  atop  their  conference  four  times  in  the  last  five  years,  with 
back-to-back  titles  in  1958-59  and  1 961-62. 

Green  Bay  concluded  the  season  with  a  13-1  record  and  New  York 
was  12-2.  In  last  year's  championship  clash,  the  Packers  walloped  the 
Giants,  37-0.

NEW  FULL-HOUR  COMEDY- VARIETY  SHOW  IN  COLOR  WILL  HAVE  JOEY  BISHOP 
AS  STAR  AND  HOST  ON  NBC  TELEVISION  NETWORK  WEEKLY  IN  1963-64 

A  new  full-hour  comedy-variety  program  with  Joey  Bishop  as 
star  and  host  will  be  an  NBC-TV  weekly  color  presentation  during  1963-64., 
it  was  announced  today  by  Mort  Werner,  Vice  President,  Programs,  NBC 
Television  Network. 

The  series  will  be  produced  for  NBC-TV  by  Joey  Bishop's 
packaging  company,  Joslar  Inc.,  and  will  originate  live  or  on  tape  in 
NBC's  Peacock  Theatre  studios.  Radio  City,  New  York. 

"We  are  delighted  to  have  Joey  Bishop  on  a  full-hour  comedy- 
variety  show  next  season  on  NBC,"  Mr.  Werner  said,  "and  we  are 
especially  pleased  with  his  return  to  the  type  of  informal,  stand-up 
comedy  that  first  boosted  him  to  national  prominence  as  a  comedian. 

Joey's  new  series  should  be  one  of  the  new  season's  standout  programs." 

A  premiere  date  and  time,  and  added  production  and  casting 
details  for  the  new  Joey  Bishop  variety  show  will  be  announced.  The 
program  will  have  two  or  more  regular  performers  to  appear  with  Bishop 
in  skits  and  in  comedy,  music  and  variety  numbers. 

Joey  Bishop,  whom  Jack  Benny  called  "the  brightest  young  comedian 
performing  today,"  has  starred  in  "The  Joey  Bishop  Show"  and  "The  New 
Joey  Bishop  Show"  half-hour  situation  comedies  during  the  past  two 
seasons  on  NBC-TV.  Denying  that  he  is  "either  sick  or  angry,"  Joey 
doesn't  fit  the  popular  conception  of  many  of  today's  comedians.

A  native  of  the  Bronx,  New  York,  he  was  raised  in  Philadelphia 
and  broke  into  showbusiness  20  years  ago  in  the  Eastern  burlesque  circuit 
Following  three  years  of  military  service,  he  played  small  nightclubs 
until  his  discovery  in  1952  by  Frank  Sinatra,  who  secured  a  booking  for 
Joey  in  the  Riviera  club  atop  the  Palisades  in  Fort  Lee,  N.  J. 

Subsequently,  in  addition  to  playing  top  clubs  in  New  York, 

Las  Vegas,  Miami  and  Chicago,  he  starred  in  several  motion  pictures  -- 
including  "Onionhead, "  "The  Deep  Six"  and  "The  Naked  and  the  Dead"  -- 
and  became  a  regular  member  of  the  panel  on  NBC-TV's  "The  Jack  Paar  Show.

THEY  MET  THE  PRESS

What  program  introduced  the  three  Kennedy  brothers  to  the 
national  audience,  persuaded  poet  Robert  Frost  to  make  his  first  TV 
appearance,  and  helped  Admiral  Lewis  Strauss  sell  a  prize  Black  Angus 
bull? 

The  program  is  "Meet  the  Press,"  the  oldest  network  TV 
program  (which  recently  celebrated  its  15th  anniversary).  Producer 
Lawrence  E.  Spivak  and  his  staff  recently  recalled  some  memorable 
moments  on  the  NBC-TV  series. 

("Meet  the  Press"  is  broadcast  Sundays  on  NBC-TV,  6-6:30  p.m. 
EST,  in  color;  and  on  NBC  Radio,  6:30-7  p.m.  EST. ) 

The  staff  points  out  that  all  three  of  the  Kennedy  brothers 
had  their  first  full-scale  TV  interview  on  "Meet  the  Press"  --  John  in 
1951  when  he  was  a  Congressman,  Robert  in  1957  when  he  was  chief  counsel 
of  the  Senator  labor-management  investigating  committee,  and  Edward 
earlier  this  year  just  before  he  declared  his  candidacy  for  the  Senate. 

Robert  Frost  agreed  reluctantly  to  appear  for  an  interview 
but  was  delighted  with  the  experience  and  later  declared:  "When  I  come 
to  the  Pearly  Gates  and  am  asked  severely,  'Have  you  lived  modern?'  I 
shall  be  able  to  say  in  my  defense  one  important  thing  --  'Yes,  I  have 
been  on  television  several  times  with  Larry  Spivak  on  'Meet  the  Press.’ 
That’s  my  hope  of  getting  by." 

(more ) 
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German  Chancellor  Konrad  Adenauer  appeared  twice  on  the 
program.  After  his  second  appearance,  as  he  left  for  home  to  face  an 
election,  he  invited  Spivak  to  interview  him  in  West  Germany.  The 
producer  replied  that  he  would  consider  it  if  the  Chancellor  was  re¬ 
elected.  "Start  packing,"  said  Adenauer,  with  a  confidence  that  was 
soon  borne  out  at  the  polls. 

Admiral  Lewis  Strauss  appeared  on  the  program  in  1950,  shortly 
after  he  had  completed  his  first  tour  of  duty  with  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission.  Spivak  asked  him  why  he  had  resigned.  "Among  other 
reasons,  I  raise  pure  bred  Angus  cattle  and  sell  them,"  Strauss 
said,  and  added:  "That's  a  plug  you  didn't  think  I  was  going  to  put  in. 

A  few  days  later  Strauss  called  the  producer  to  congratulate 
him  on  the  selling  power  of  "Meet  the  Press."  He  explained  that  right 
after  the  program  he  had  received  a  call  from  a  viewer  who  asked  to  see 
his  herd  and  had  promptly  bought  a  prize  bull. 

"Meet  the  Press"  prides  itself  on  staying  close  to  the  news 
and  choosing  guests  who  are  in  the  headlines.  In  this  pursuit,  the 
program  has  sometimes  been  almost  too  successful. 

Secretary  of  Labor  Arthur  Goldberg  agreed  to  appear  but  had  to 
cancel  out  three  days  before  the  day  of  broadcast  when  he  was  named  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  He  suggested  that  he  be  replaced  on  the  air  by  his 
Under  Secretary,  W.  Willard  Wirtz.  When  invited  by  Spivak,  Wirtz  said 
that  he  was  willing  to  appear  but  did  not  think  he  was  well  enough 
known  to  get  an  audience. 

"If  you  are  appointed  to  take  Secretary  Goldberg's  place, 
you  will  be  known,"  Spivak  said.  "Will  you  appear  before  you  are 
confirmed?" 

"I  don't  think  I'll  be  appointed  but  if  I  am  I  will  have  to 
give  thought  to  the  matter,"  Wirtz  replied.  "Why  don't  we  wait  and  see?

Wirtz,  as  it  turned  out,  was  appointed  two  days  before  the 
program  and  decided  not  to  appear  until  after  he  was  confirmed  by  the 
Senate.  Several  weeks  later,  "Meet  the  Press"  was  the  first  program  he 
appeared  on  as  Secretary  of  Labor. 

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  was  not  only  in  the  headlines  on  the 
day  of  his  scheduled  interview  --  he  was  in  a  jail  in  Albany,  Ga.  In 
a  series  of  telephone  conversations  with  Spivak,  Dr.  King  refused,  for 
reasons  of  principle,  to  put  up  bond  so  that  he  could  be  released  from 
jail  to  be  interviewed.  Instead,  he  was  replaced  in  the  interview  by 
an  associate.  Dr.  William  Anderson,  who  had  been  jailed  with  him  and 
accepted  release  to  appear  on  the  program. 

Spivak  takes  pride  in  the  program’s  record  of  fairness  and 
objectivity.  Typically,  after  a  program,  he  receives  letters  from  one 
side  of  the  issue  complaining  that  he  was  too  tough  and  from  the  other 
that  he  was  too  easy.  Some  recent  examples  from  the  mailbag: 

"I  don’t  understand  why  the  Republicans  are  handled  with  kid 
gloves  and  the  Democrats  get  the  works  --  but  good." 

"Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  members  of  the  Republican  Party 
who  appears  on  your  program  be  treated  with  courtesy  even  though  you 
can’t  give  them  the  loving  consideration  you  accord  to  New  Dealers?" 

"I  enjoy  ’Meet  the  Press’  in  spite  of  your  questioning.  I 
can  say  this  for  sure  --  you  are  equally  untactful  to  all." 

One  viewer  wrote  to  his  newspaper  complaining  that  when  Herbert 
Hoover  was  interviewed  "he  got  no  needle."  Appenced  to  the  letter  were 
these  lines:  "Like  an  art  lover  looking  at  the  Mona  Lisa  in  the  Louvre, 
was  Lawrence  Spivak  of  ’Meet  the  Press’  questioning  Herbert  Hoover." 

After  an  appearance  by  Rep.  Emanuel  Celler  (D.-N.Y.),  a  letter- 
writer  declared:  "Your  questioning  last  Sunday  was  the  most  absurd  and 
ridiculous  I  have  ever  heard  on  the  air."  Actually,  as  Spivak  pointed 
out  in  his  reply,  he  had  been  on  vacation  at  the  time  and  had  not  taken

BOB  HOPE  AND  TROUPE  OF  SHOWBUSINESS  STARS  START  YULE  TOUR 

TO  ENTERTAIN  SERVICEMEN  AT  FAR  EAST  AND  PACIFIC  POSTS 

Bob  Hope  left  by  military  jet  this  morning  (Dec.  19)  for 
Tokyo*  the  first  stop  in  an  18,000-mile  Far  East  and  South  Pacific  USO 
tour  to  entertain  GIs  during  the  Christmas  season. 

The  plane  carrying  the  Hope  troupe  took  off  from  Los  Angeles 
International  Airport. 

Hollywood  stars  traveling  with  Hope  are  Lana  Turner,  Janis 
Paige,  Anita  Bryant,  Miss  USA  (Amedee  Chabot),  Jerry  Colonna,  Peter 
Leeds  and  Les  Brown  and  his  Band  of  Renown,  plus  a  production  staff  and 
technical  crew  of  50  persons  geared  to  put  on  nearly  a  score  of  shows 
over  a  12-day  period.  Major  Ed  Swinney,  USAF,  is  the  Pentagon’s  project 
escort  officer  for  the  trip. 

Hope  said  this  year's  tour  will  include  performances  at  more 
than  a  dozen  Army,  Navy,  Air  Force  and  Marine  outposts  in  Japan,  Korea, 
Okinawa,  Formosa,  the  Philippines  and  Guam.  It  marks  the  comedian's  11th 
Christmas  "starlift"  to  entertain  GIs  overseas  and  his  21st  year  of 
staging  camp  shows  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  troupe,  traveling  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States

STARRING  MARLIN  PERKINS,  WILL  START  SUNDAY,  JAN. 6 
Series  to  Feature  Segments  on  Wild  Animals  and  Primitive  Peoples 

"Mutual  of  Omaha’s  Wild  Kingdom,"  an  exciting  new  color 
series  featuring  films  of  wild  animals  and  primitive  peoples  and  star¬ 
ring  world-famous  naturalist  Marlin  Perkins,  will  start  on  NBC-TV 
Sunday,  Jan.  6  (3=30-4  p.m.  EST). 

Perkins  was  host  of  NBC-TV ‘s  Emmy  award-winning  "Zoo  Parade" 
series  from  1949  to  1957.  He  was  director  of  Lincoln  Park  Zoo, 

Chicago,  for  18  years,  and  since  Oct.  1,  1962,  has  been  director  of 
the  St.  Louis  Zoo.  He  will  be  assisted  on  "Wild  Kingdom"  by  Jim  Fowler, 
a  strapping  young  expert  on  predatory  birds. 

Tfre  program  is  fully  sponsored  as  a  13-week  series  by  Mutual 
of  Omaha,  through  its  agency,  Bozell  &  Jacobs,  Inc.  Don  Meier,  who 
produced  "Zoo  Parade, "  will  produce  "Wild  Kingdom"  through  his  new  Don 
Meier  Productions  Inc . ,  Chicago . 

"Wild  Kingdom"  will  show  how  wild  animals  and  primitive 
peoples  come  to  grips  with  their  environments  --  from  the  dense  jungles 
of  Equatorial  Africa  and  the  wilds  of  the  Amazon  to  the  frozen  wastes  of 
the  polar  regions  --  and  survive.  Perkins  and  Fowler  will  also  use  their 
"home  base"  animal  laboratory  and  TV  studio  at  Lincoln  Park  Zoo, 

Chicago,  to  illustrate  the  instinctive  behavior  and  reaction  to  stimuli 
of  animals  both  dangerous  and  docile.

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Approximately  half  of  each  program  will  consist  of  host 
Perkins  and  assistant  host  Fowler  elaborating  on  wildlife  against  the 
zoo  background.  The  remainder  will  show  films  of  Perkins*  and  Fowler’s 
adventures  in  the  wild.  Several  more  treks  are  to  be  made  in  early  1963 
for  the  program. 

Featured  will  be  a  camera  account  of  Perkins  *  recent  expedi¬ 
tion  up  the  Amazon  River.,  a  journey  with  Sir  Edmund  Hillary  into  India’s 
Himalayan  Mountains  --  including  footage  which  explodes  the  myth  of  the 
Abominable  Snowman  --  and  a  visit  to  a  snake-charmer’s  school  at  Molar 
Bund,  India . 

There  will  also  be  films  of  Fowler’s  expedition  to  British 
Guiana,  South  America,  where  he  became  the  first  man  to  capture  the 
world’s  most  powerful  predatory  bird,  the  monkey-eating  harpy  eagle  with 
a  wing  span  of  seven  feet.  He  is  also  shown  trapping  a  giant  antbear. 

Other  film  segments  show  the  underwater  seizure  of  a  moray 
eel,  the  knocking  out  of  grizzly  bears  with  a  capture  gun,  fishing  with 
cormorants  as  practiced  by  the  Japanese,  the  whooping  crane’s  courtship 
dance,  training  an  African  elephant,  the  hand-feeding  of  15,000  starving 
elk  at  Jackson  Hole,  trapping  antelope  in  their  winter  range,  the  story 
of  dam-building  by  beavers,  and  the  spawning  of  eels  in  the  Sargasso  Sea. 

Many  remote  animal  habitants  in  the  United  States  will  be 
featured  --  mountain  lions  at  Puma  Pass,  Colorado ;  the  capture  of 
migrating  Peregrine  falcons  on  remote  Florida  beaches;  a  study  of  how 
bats  use  echo-location  to  find  their  way  in  a  Kentucky  cave;  experiments 
at  Marineland,  Florida,  to  show  how  a  blindfolded  porpoise  uses  his 
"sonar";  and  a  trek  to  1,000-foot  cliffs  along  the  Snake  River,  Idaho, 
to  capture  a  golden  eagle  and  determine  if  this  bird  can  lift  a  lamb 
or  human  being.

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Other  areas  to  be  visited  include  the  Galapagos  Islands  to 
observe  what  happens  when  animals  live  isolated  and  undisturbed  by  man; 
to  the  Andes  Mountains  to  capture  a  condor,  world's  largest  flying  bird; 
to  the  Falkland  Islands  to  study  penguins,  seals  and  other  animal  life  on 
the  ice;  to  Australia  to  observe  the  Aborigines,  the  koala  bear,  the 
Tasmanian  devil  and  the  Great  Barrier  reef;  to  India  for  a  tiger  hunt 
and  elephant  round-up;  to  Midway  Island  to  observe  the  strange  gooney 
bird,  which  needs  a  runway  to  take  off  and  soft  sand  to  land  in;  to 
Ecuador  and  New  Guinea  to  observe  the  native  head  shrinkers;  and  to  the 
Kalahari  in  Africa,  where  bushmen  survive  on  the  harsh  desert.

The  1963  calendar  of  the  NBC  Television  Religious  Program 
promises  a  notable  year  of  meaningful  fare  for  the  minds  and  emotions 
of  its  viewers. 

Doris  Ann,  executive  producer  and  manager  of  NBC -TV  religious 
programming,  announced  the  agenda  for  1963  today.  The  program,  tele¬ 
cast  Sundays  from  1:30  to  2  p.m.  NYT,  is  now  in  its  12th  season  of 
continuous  weekly  production. 

In  content  it  will  range  from  the  Book  of  Genesis  (re¬ 
examined  by  a  geologist -theologian)  to  episodes  from  "La  Dolce  Vita," 
Miss  Ann  said,  and  its  format  will  encompass  drama,  dramatic  reading, 
documentary,  lesson,  and  conversation. 

The  largest -scale  project  the  program's  production  unit  has 
ever  undertaken  will  be  outstanding  in  the  schedule:  a  four-part 
panorama  of  the  history  and  development  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
filmed  in  eight  countries  of  the  Near  East  and  Europe.  Prominent,  too, 
will  be  a  four-installment  look  at  the  popular  arts  in  America. 

There  also  will  be  a  new  approach  to  "direct"  religious 
programming  with  a  series  of  lessons  showing  the  relevance  of  the  Book 
of  Genesis  to  the  world  today  and  drawing  heavily  on  geological  and 
archaeological  exhibits.

'THE  WORLD  OP  BENNY  GOODMAN1  WILL  BE 

AN  NBC  SPECIAL  PROJECTS  TV  FEATURE

Benny  Goodman,  man  of  few  words,  will  speak  eloquently  with 
his  music  in  "The  World  of  Benny  Goodman,"  the  NBC  Special  Projects 
program  to  be  telecast  Thursday,  Jan,  24  (8:30-9:30  p.m.  EST). 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  show  was  filmed  in  the  Soviet 
Union  during  Goodman's  six-week  tour  of  that  country  this  year  with  his 
19-piece  band  under  a  cultural  exchange  agreement  with  the  United  States. 

Eugene  S.  Jones,  the  producer  and  director,  carried  on 
extensive  and  protracted  negotiations  with  the  Soviet  government  to  gain 
exclusive  permission  to  take  his  -  "World  of  — "  unit  into  Moscow  aboard 
the  aircraft  carrying  the  Goodman  troupe  and  to  cover  his  concerts  in 
Moscow  and  four  cities  never  before  penetrated  by  the  sound-cameras  of 
U.S.  TV:  Sochi,  Tbilisi,  Samarkand  and  Tashkent. 

The  program's  theme,  Jones  says,  is  that  "jazz  is  the  uniquely 
American  expression  of  a  free  people."  An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
show  is  what  he  described  as  an  "unobtrusive,  unposed  portrait  of  the 
face  of  Russia  as  seen  against  the  rhythmic  beat  of  American  jazz," 
once  denounced  there  as  "a  capitalist  perversion  --  the  squeal  of  a 
brass  pig  led  by  a  maniac." 

Included  In  the  program  are  rare  photographs,  film  clips  and 
recordings  which  create  a  history  of  the  development  of  jazz.  It  harks 
back  to  the  music  that  flourished  in  New  Orleans  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,  then  follows  its  progress  up  the  river  to  Chicago  at  the  time 
of  Goodman's  birth  there  in  1909.  ("In  those  Chicago  days,"  says

Goodman,  "I  lived  in  a  neighborhood  where  if  it  hadn't  been  for  the 
clarinet,  I  might  just  as  easily  have  been  a  gangster.")  The  program 
reconstructs  the  jazz  scene  of  the  Twenties  and  moves  on  to  the  Thirties, 
when  Goodman  was  popularly  acclaimed  King  of  Swing. 

A  composite  verbal  portrait  of  Goodman  as  a  man  and  as  a 
musician  emerges  in  a  segment  featuring  some  of  his  past  and  present 
associates:  singer  Peggy  Lee,  composer  Aaron  Copland,  critic  Gilbert 
Seldes,  drummer  Gene  Krupa,  impresario  Sol  Hurok,  recording  executive 
John  Hammond,  jazzman  Dave  Brubeck,  Voice  of  America  commentator  Willis 
Conover,  pianist  Teddy  Wilson,  and  others . 

Goodman's  private  life  is  captured  in  sequences  filmed  at  his 
Connecticut  home:  fishing  for  trout  in  the  back  yard;  rehearsing  in  his 
private  concert  hall  Beethoven's  trio  for  piano,  clarinet  and  cello  with 
daughter  Rachael,  who  is  preparing  to  be  a  concert  pianist,  and  Aldo 
Pariset,  the  noted  cellist  who  is  a  Connecticut  neighbor. 

There  also  is  an  exploration  of  Benny  Goodman  as  a  corporate 
image  seen  from  the  perspective  of  his  office  in  midtown  Manhattan,  where 
a  staff  of  experts  manages  his  recording  dates,  band  concerts,  and 
performances  as  solo  clarinetist  with  symphony  orchestras. 

Documenting  a  typical  busy  day  in  Goodman's  life,  the  program 
shows  him  rehearsing  with  his  band,  discussing  music  informally  with 
composer  Morton  Gould,  taking  a  lesson  in  Russian  from  his  Russian-born 
maid,  and  taking  part  in  a  broadcast  beamed  by  the  Voice  of  America  to 
the  Soviet  Union. 

Musical  selections  in  "The  World  of  Benny  Goodman"  include 
the  band's  performances  of  "Dixieland  One-Step,"  "Sing  Sing  Sing,"  "Bugle 
Call  Rag"  and,  with  vocalist  Joya  Sherrill,  "Let  There  Be  Love." 

Donald  B.  Hyatt,  director  of  NBC  Special  Projects,  was 

executive  producer.  James  L.  Reina  was  associate  producer.  Joseph  Liss 

wrote  the  script,  and  Robert  Emmett  Dolan  the  program  music.  Alexander

GI’s  stationed  along  Korea’s  bleak  38th  Parallel  will  be 
entertained  by  Bob  Hope  on  Christmas  Night  via  closed  circuit  television. 

A  live  telecast  by  Hope  and  his  troupe  of  Hollywood  stars  -- 
Lana  Turner,  Janis  Paige,  Anita  Bryant,  Jerry  Colonna,  Peter  Leeds  and 
Les  Brown  and  his  Band  of  Renown  --  will  be  fed  from  the  Eighth  Army 
Headquarters  Building  in  Seoul  to  First  Cavalry  Division  and  Seventh 
Infantry  Division  troopers  who  will  be  manning  rifle  pits,  bunkers  and 
artillery  emplacements  along  the  line  separating  North  Korea  and  South 
Korea . 

Major  Ed  Swinney,  USAF,  the  Pentagon’s  project  escort  officer 
for  the  Hope  trip,  said  that  since  only  a  portion  of  the  28,000  GI’s  in 
Korea  could  attend  the  Hope  shows  in  person,  the  closed  circuit  would 
take  Hope  to  the  front  lines.

As  producer  of  a  Monday-through-Friday  90-minute  special  TV 
news  program,  one  of  the  first  things  Chet  Hagan  does  upon  coming  to  his 
office  each  day  is  read  the  funnies. 

For  Hagan,  this  is  work.  Not  that  he  ignores  the  tragedies 
that  shape  the  life  of  Peanuts  or  LL‘l  Abner  or  other  denizens  of  the 
comic  pages,  but  Hagan  must  write  the  script  and  plan  the  day‘s  "comic 
strip"  for  "Newspaper  of  the  Air,"  the  news  program  which  he  produces 
for  WNBC-TV,  New  York,  during  the  period  nine  local  dailies  are  shut¬ 
down  due  to  a  strike. 

From  about  9:30  a.m.  EST  (when  Hagan  arrives  at  work)  until 
5  p.m.  EST  when  the  show  begins),  the  pace  to  fill  90  minutes  of  air 
time  is  swift  indeed. 

Jerome  Jacobs,  Hagan’s  associate  producer,  is  in  charge  of 
guest  newspaper  columnists.  He  plans  for  their  appearance  on  the 
show,  checks  the  columns  they  will  read  for  time,  takes  them  to  the 
studio,  and  sees  that  they  get  on  the  air.  He  hasn’t  lost  a  columnist 
yet. 

There  is  no  rehearsal  for  "Newspaper  of  the  Air."  While  Hagan 
is  writing  news  copy,  timing  spots,  thinking  about  the  next  day’s  show 
and  wishing  he  could  eat  lunch,  the  various  news  people  who  will  appear 
on  the  day’s  program  are  off  in  corners  writing  copy. 

Edwin  Newman,  who  handles  national  and  international  news,  has 
his  piece  ready  by  a  few  minutes  after  5  p.m.  EST  when  he  goes  on.  Bob 
Wilson  prepares  his  day’s  stock  market  report,  Lou  Boda  his  sports. 

Dr.  Frank  Field  has  readied  the  day's  weather  forecast.  Bill  Wendell 
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the  movie  listings,  Ben  Grauer  the  theatre  listings  and  Warren  Berry 
of  the  Herald  Tribune1 s  financial  department,  the  day's  business  news. 

And  the  news  of  human  need  is  not  neglected.  On  Thursday 
(Dec.  20),  the  Lighthouse,  an  organization  that  aids  the  blind,  called 
Hagan's  office. 

As  anchorman  Bill  Ryan  explained  it  on  the  program:  "light¬ 
house  ...  (had)  a  gentle  request.  Would  we  mind  pointing  out  that  be¬ 
cause  of  the  newspaper  blackout,  there  are  at  least  200  blind  news 
dealers  completely  unemployed? 

"This  is  not  a  request  for  money.  Lighthouse  points  out,  but  a 
request  for  ideas  for  employment.  Two  hundred  news  dealers  out  of  work 
at  Christmastime,  scraping  together  the  two  dollars  a  day  it  takes  to 
feed  a  guide  dog.  The  "lighthouse"  is  at  111  East  59th  Street.  The 
telephone  number  is  ELdorado  5-2200."

COUNTRIES  IN  WORLD  FOR  SPECIAL  ONE-HOUR  COLOR  EDITION  OF  HIS  JOURNAL 

A  special  expanded  one-hour  color  television  edition  of 
"David  Brinkley’s  Journal"  will  visit  five  of  the  smallest  countries  in 
the  world  --  Andorra,  San  Marino,  Monaco,  Liechtenstein  and  Sovereign 
Military  Order  of  Malta  (or  SMOM). 

Titled  "Our  Man  in  Andorra,  San  Marino,  Monaco,  Liechtenstein 
--  and  SMOM,"  the  NBC  News  hour  will  be  presented  on  the  NBC-TV  Network 
Monday,  Jan.  28  (9:30-10:30  p.m.  EST). 

The  countries,  all  located  in  Western  Europe,  range  in  size 
from  Monaco  (population  20,052)  to  SMOM  (population  3).  In  each 
country,  viewers,  with  Brinkley  as  laconic  guide,  will  see  how  and 
why  these  countries  exist. 

In  Monaco,  viewers  will  see  the  palace  of  His  Serene 
Highness,  Prince  Rainier  III,  and  his  wife,  the  former  American  actress 
Grace  Kelly.  Brinkley  will  comment  on  the  tourist  aspects  of  Monaco, 
its  cafes  and  yachts,  gambling  at  Monte  Carlo  and  France’s  threat  to 
the  principality’s  tax  structure. 

The  country  of  SMOM  is  located  mainly  on  the  upper  stories 
of  an  office  building  in  downtown  Rome.  It  rents  out  the  ground  floor 
to  some  of  Rome’s  smartest  shops.  SMOM  Is  a  Catholic  charity 
organization  that  issues  its  own  auto  license  plates  and  passports. 

Liechtenstein  has  a  population  of  15,752,  an  area  of  about 

six  miles  by  10  miles  and  a  Hapsburg  Prince,  Franz  Josef  II.  His 

(more ) 
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cousin,  a  Prince  Hans,  drives  the  tourist  bus  in  Liechtenstein  and 
Brinkley  interviews  Prince  Hans  while  the  latter  is  at  the  wheel. 

The  country  boasts  such  enterprises  as  a  false  teeth  factory, 
a  plant  that  makes  sausage  skin,  another  that  produces  miniature 
adding  machines.  On  the  basis  of  its  size.  Prince  Franz  Josef 
claims  his  country  is  the  most  industralized  in  Europe. 

The  chief  occupations  in  Andorra  (population  6,439)  are 
cigarette  production  and  smuggling,  says  producer  Stuart  Schulberg. 
Smuggling  is  so  accepted  in  Andorra  as  a  way  of  life,  that  contraband¬ 
ists  interviewed  by  Brinkley  were  supplied  for  the  program  by  the 
country’s  Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  adds.  Andorra  is  located  high  in  the 
Pyrenees.  Brinkley  interviews  the  smugglers  as  they  carry  sacks  of 
illegal  goods  (cigarettes  and  liquor)  from  tax-free  Andorra  into  France. 

Under  French  law,  smugglers  must  be  in  physical  possession  of 
contraband  in  order  to  be  arrested.  A  drawstring  at  the  top  of  their 
sacks  enables  them  to  quickly  dump  the  stuff  when  police  approach. 

San  Marino  (population  about  15*000)  is  located  on  a  mountain 
top  inside  Italy  and,  in  Brinkley’s  words,  is  one  national  souvenir 
shop.  He  interviews  one  Guiseppe  Gozi,  the  proprietor  of  Charley’s  Tea 
Shop,  who  speaks  several  languages  and  prides  himself  on  his  ability  to 
tell  the  nationality  of  a  tourist  by  his  appearance. 

On  every  cobblestone  street,  identical  shops  hawk  cheap 
jewelry,  hideous  ceramics  and  postage  stamps.  San  Marino  claims  to  be 
the  world’s  oldest  republic,  founded  in  the  Fourth  Century.
